With Tammany threatened for the 
first time in a generation with fac-| 
tional differences, growing out of 
the election of John F. Curry as 
successor of George W. Olvany in 
the leadership, Mayor’ Walker in- 
voked yesterday the memory of the 
late Charles F. Murphy in an effort 
to pour oil on troubled waters. 

Mr. Walker’s move was partly to 
allay the bitter feeling among the 
group of leaders headed by Surro- 
gate James A. Foley, son-in-law of | 
the late Tammany chieftain, which

had thrown its influence, in oppo- 
sition to the Mayor’s choice, behind 
Edward J. Ahearn, Tammany leader 
of the Fourth Assembly District, 
and partly to offset widely expressed 
sentiments that the election of Mr. 
Curry meant the return of the “Old’’ 
Tammany as contrasted with the 
“New” that looked to Gevernor 
‘Alfred E. Smith for guidance and 
leadership. The Mayor gave the late 
Mr. Murphy all the credit for the 
inspiration that brought about a 
new spirit in Tammany Hall, The 
Mayor pledged himself to abide, as 
long as he remained in power, by 
the ideals of the departed chieftain 
of Tammany Hall. 

“The spirit of Charles Francis 
Murphy—that is the ‘New’ Tam- 
many,’”? Mayor Walker summed up 
in a sentence what he had said in 
eulogy of Charles F. Murphy at the 
City Hall last night. 

Denies He Will Retaiiate. 


Mayor Walker denounced = as 
“cheap politics’? and scoffed at the 
suggestion that he might use the 
power of patronage he holds by vir- 
tue of his present office, in retalia- 
tion against Tammany district lead- 
ers, holding office under his admin- 
istration, who at the election cast 
their votes against Mr. Curry. He 
also expressed the opinion that those 
who expected Tammany would be 
torn by factional differences on the 
eve of a Mayoralty election, at which 
it is expected Mayor Walker himself 
will be the Tammany standard 
bearer, would be disappointed. 

This prediction appeared to be 
borne out by developments yester- 
day when Mr. Curry’s office in the 
Hall of Records was thronged with 
Tammany leaders who had come to 
offer their felicitations to the new 
Tammany chieftain and to assure 
him of their loyalty. It is generally 
recognized in Democratic circles 
that if Mr. Curry should measure up 
to his new responsibilities, he will 
be recognized at City Hall in pat- 
ronage matters not only as the 
leader of Tammany Hall but the 
Democratic leader of the entire city. 
It is known that the same prospect 
was held up by the Mayor to Mr. 
Olvany, who, however, shied away 
from this larger responsibility and 
as a result was never vested with 
such enlarged powers. 

Undertone of Bitterness. 


But while everything on the sur- 
face bore a peaceful aspect it was 
no secret that below the surface 
there rankled more bitterness over 
the outcome of the leadership elec- 
tion among the followers of the de- 
feated candidates than has come to 
mar the prospect of unity and cohe- 
sion within Tammany Hall since the 
time when Mr. Murphy first took 
up the Tammany sceptre a genera- 


tion ago. 

The first task that will confront 
the new Tammany chieftain will be 
that of peacemaking, and Mayor 
Walker, in the tone of his interview 

esterday, appeared to realize this. 

ile it was said yesterday Mr. Cur- 
ry has reserve strength that did not 
show on the only ballot taken, 
friends of his opponent called atten- 
tion yesterday to the fact that he 
won his victory by a very narrow 
margin. The vote stood 12 1-6 for 
Curry and 101-3 for Ahearn. The 
fact that such a very substantial 
vote should go to the latter after 
his candidacy had been branded with 
Mayor Walker’s disapproval was re- 
marked upon as indicative of more 
opposition to him within the Tam- 
Many organization than had been 
thought to exist. With his candidate 
victorious, however, it was predicted 
that the Mayor from now on would 
have his way in everything affect- 
ing Tammany policy, candidates and 
program. 

In Republican circles the lively 
scrap that preceded the election of 
Mr. Curry and the bitterness that 
his victory has left behind were ac-

DEATH THREAT IS FOUND 


Note in Bronx Mansion Alludes 
to a Girl—Police Hunt Man 
Who Got Funds. 


Detectives prowled through the 
musty interior of the old Gouverneur 
Morris mansion overlooking Long Is- 
land Sound from a knoll in the 
Throgs Neck section of the Bronx 
yesterday seeking some clue to the 
whereabouts of its owner, Dr. Charles 
Brancati, wealthy middle-aged physi- 
cian, whose strange disappearance 
more than five months ago had been 
revealed only a few hours earlier. 

The objects they came upon—a 
crumpled letter in Italian threaten- 
ing death, a conical indentation in 
the ceiling and a nick from a man- 
telpiece apparently made by a bullet. 
—were quite in keeping with other 
aspects of the story they have un- 
raveled thus far. For the facts which 
have come to light have succeeded 
only in adding mystery to an already 
strange story, in the -background of 
which moves the somewhat shadowy 
figure of one Luigi Romano, for 
whom the detectives of the Missing 
Persons Bureau and the Bronx Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office also are search- 
ing. 

Believe He Was Kidnapped. 


Dr. Brancati’s brothers, Ernest 
Oreste and Edward, who brought 
about the official hunt after a pri- 
vate one failed, believe he has fallen 
into the hands of kidnappers and is 
being held for ransom. They point 
to the string of letters from Passaic, 
Albany, Boston, Montreal and finally 
last December from England, each 
of them typewritten and each bear- 
ing a signature so like the doctor’s 
that authorities say it was his own 
or a clever forgery. 


These letters, written in the first 
person and couched in less literate 
language than Dr. Brancati, a gradu- 
ate of the Columbia College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons, was accustomed 
to using, declared that the physician 
was well, and in some cases author- 
ized the transfer of funds. 


$234,000 Account Transferred. 


One of these letters was received 
by the brokerage firm of Hardy & 
Co., 50 Broad Street, with whom Dr. 
Brancati had a $234,000 account. It 
directed that the account be trans- 
ferred to Luigi Romano, whom Dr. 
Brancati had introduced to the 
brokers last September as his friend. 
Assistant District Attorney Sylvester 
Ryan of the Bronx District Attor- 
ney’s office, who has been investigat- 
ing the case, said yesterday that 
three days before Dr. Brancati van- 
ished, he inquired of the brokers if 
any form were needed to transfer 
an account. 

The transfer was made a few days 
after Dr. Brancati disappeared. Ro-

Shortages in the accounts of the 
|New York County Clerk amounting 
to $25,000, which may reach more 
than $100,000 before investigation of 
the office is finished, have been 
found by Commissioner of Accounts 
James A. Higgins, who said last 
night that clerks in the office had 
systematically diverted funds during 
11928 through a system of book- 
keeping. 

After his investigation of short- 
ages in the Queens County Register’s 
office, Commissioner Higgins decided 
to adopt a new method of making 
the annual audits of city and county 
offices. Proceeding under the new 
method, his auditors discovered ir- 
regularities two months ago. Mr. 
Higgins put all the investigators he 
could spare to work in the County 
Clerk’s office. At times twenty in- 
vestigators were busy in the office. 

Commissioner Higgins said there 
were indications that a ‘‘substantial 
shortage” existed, but he was reluc- 
tant to name any figure because his 
investigation is still incomplete. The 
Commissioner of Accounts had been 
working quietly on the investigation 
to get the exact amount of misap- 
propriations and to obtain evidence. 
He would not name the men involved 
nor say how many employes had 
participated in the scheme. 


Says He Informed Collins. 


When he first discovered the short- 
ages, he said, he informed Supreme 
Court Justice William T. Collins, 
who was County Clerk in 1928, and 
Thomas M. Farley, the present hold- 
er of that office. Both men offered 
complete cooperation, Commissioner 
Higgins said, and both Mr. Farley 
and Justice Collins informed him 
that the irregularities had been com- 
mitted without their knowledge. 
Justice Collins was reached at the 
National Democratic Club last night 
and admitted that he had been in- 
formed the shortages existed. 

“If there has been wrongdoing in 
that office I hope it will be discov- 
ered and the wrongdoers will be pun- 
ished,” he said. “I prefer not to 
discuss the matter in detail until I 
see the results of Commissioner Hig- 
gins’s investigation.”’ 

Mr. Farley was not reached, but 
since the audit covers only the year 
1928 no responsibility for the short- 
ages, it is pointed out, may be laid 
to him. He was appointed County 
Clerk to succeed Justice Collins after 
the election last year. 

Asked if similar irregularities 
might not have been possible in 
previous years when the old system 
of auditing was in operation, Com- 
missioner Higgins said he was in- 


vestigating that phase of the situa- 
tion but was not yet prepared to 
comment on it. He indicated that 
the system under which the irregu- 
larities were made possible was de- 
vised particularly to escape detec- 
tion under the old auditing method. 
Thus it is possible that the specula- 
tions were committed in previous 
years without discovery. The ac- 
counts of the office for 1929 will not 
be investigated until next year, Mr. 
Higgins said.

Dapper Don Collins Is Convicted as Swindler ; 
Fails to Impress Jury Including Eight Women

PATERSON, N. J., April 24.—A 
Quarter Sessions jury, the eight 
women of which had seemed to smile 
kindly upon him, early this evening 
found Arthur (Dapper Don) Collins 
guilty of conspiracy to swindle. Sen- 
tence will be imposed on Friday, the 
maximum allowed being three years 
in jail and $1,000 fine. 

It was a somewhat unexpected 
verdict, for the jury had smiled at 
Collins’s jokes while he was on the 
witness stand; they had looked with 
interest on his double-breasted blue 
suit. Then they deliberated for two 
hours and two minutes. 

Thomas Weber of Egg Harbor had 
charged that four men dealt with 
him in stocks and that he lost 
$30,000. Collins, it was said, was 
one of the four; the rest have not 
been arrested. 

Collins was his own star witness 
on the last day of the trial and he 
appeared to like it. He said he was 
not a swindler, but merely sold 
liquors on commission. He ad- 
mitted he had frequently been ar- 
rested—sometimes twice or thrice in 


a week—but denied that he had been 
convicted of a crime. 

“I was in a frame-up like this once 
before and was sent to Elmira,’’ he 


volunteered. 

He was asked why he did not give 
his correct address to the police dur- 
ing the New York hearing in March 
on the extradition proceedings in 
the case. 

“Because I was afraid the cops 
would rob my xpartment. They’ve 
done it before.’”’ 

Dapper Don admitted that the 
police called him many names, and 
speaking of the detectives of his 
acquaintance added that ‘‘those 
babies couldn’t detect a horseshoe 
in a plate of hash.’’ 

Joseph Kane, a clerk in the Hotel 
Hamilton of New York, was the 
other witness for the defense. He 
said that on the day the swindle was 
said to have been committed, Col- 
lins had been a est at the hotel. 
He remembered it, he testified, be- 
cause the defendant had paid a bill 
on that day. 

Collins heard the verdict without 
comment and was led quietly away.

PALESTINE, Texas, April 24.— 
Tornadoes that swept over parts of 
Eastern Texas today took seven lives, 
injured more than a score of per- 
sons and left property damage, esti- 
mated at more than $200,000. 

A windstorm that struck Slocum, 
a hamlet fifteen miles south of Pales- 
tine, killed seven there. Four miles 
east of Slocum the tornado wiped 
out Benson Springs, destroying five 
residences, a cotton gin and a store. 
No one was injured. 

Another tornado of lesser intensity 
hit a settlement near Center, close to 
the Louisiana border, leaving a wo- 
man injured. Seventy-five persons 
were left homeless by the latter 
storm.

MORELAND INQUIRY 
ON CITY TRUST SURE 


Lehman to Order Investigation 
of Bank’s Crash by State 
Commissioner. 


MAY PICK APPOINTEE TODAY 


Depositors’ Lawyer Hears That | 
Warder Plans Trip Abroad and 
Seeks to Prevent It. 


The failure of the City Trust Com- 
pany and its four branches, closed 
by the State Banking Department on 
Feb. 11, will be thoroughly investi- 
gated under the broad powers of the 
Sherman-Moreland act. Acting Gov- 
ernor Herbert H. Lehman announced 
last night in Albany that he would 
appoint a special Moreland act com- 
missioner to conduct an investiga- 
tion of the management and conduct 
of the State Banking Department in 
relation to the City Trust Company 
failure. 

Mr. Lehman has familiarized him- 
self with the situation in regard to 
the banking failure. He spent three 
weeks in the city assisting in the 
formation of the banking consortium 
organized as the Mutual Trust Com- 
pony to take over the assets and 
liabilities of the City Trust Company. 
In making the announcement of the 
Moreland act investigation he re- 
fused to amplify the bare announce- 
ment that he had decided upon this 
course. 

The name of the commissioner who 
will undertake the investigation was 
not made public. Mr. Lehman is ex- 
pected to announce his selection today 
before he leaves-for Glens Falls to 
speak at a welfare conference. 

The Moreland act inquiry gives 
much broader powers than is pos- 
sible for the Banking Commissioner 
to employ or even the District Attor- 
ney, who is limited to specific crim- 
inal charges. All phases of the sit- 
uation can be investigated. 

Hears Broderick Report. 


Joseph A. Broderick, State Superin- 
tendent of Banks, discussed the City 
Trust Company failure with Mr. 
Lehman at Albany yesterday and 
he or a representative from his 
office will confer this afternoon with 
District Attorney Banton regarding 
possible criminal proceedings. 

In addition to the Moreland act in- 
quiry which Lieut. Gov. Lehman has 
ordered, Mr. Broderick is conduct- 
ing his own inquiry into his depart- 
ment, and Mr. Banton is starting an 
investigation as a result of a com- 
plaint that stockholders of the Trust 
Company had been defrauded by the 
acts of the officers. This examina- 
tion of the affairs of the defunct 
bank can be carried on simultaneous- 
ly with the broader Moreland act 
inquiry, which is not limited to spe- 
cific allegations of wrongdoing, or 
Mr. Banton may decide to hold his 
inquiry in abeyance until the other 
ey is finished. He will then be 
able to use leads developed a the 
hearings before the commissioner. 
Whether Mr. Broderick’s examina- 
tion will be supplanted could not be 
learned last night.

HEFLIN IS REBUKED 
BY BORAH IN SENATE 


In Speech Urging Tolerance, 
Idaho Man Assails the 
Attacks on Catholicism. 


ISSUE OVER BOTTLE HURLED 


Heflin Clashes With Watson ana 
Others as His Motion on Brock- 
ton Klan Affair Is Downed.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Using 
religious intolerance as his theme, 
Senator Borah in the chamber late 
this afternoon replied to a demand 
by Senator Heflin for passage of a 
resolution condemning persons who 
the Alabama Senator said threw a 
bottle at him and otherwise inter- 
fered with a speech Mr. Heflin made 
at Brockton, Mass., last month un- 
der the auspices of the Klu Klux 
Klan. 

To pass such a resolution, Senator 
Borah said, would ally the Senate as 
a body with a campaign Mr. Heflin 
was carrying on against the Roman 
Catholic people of the United States, 
“the great body of whom are not ar- 
rayed against the government or the 
Constitution of this country.”’ 

Mr. Borah’s speech came at the 
end of a bitter hour, during which 
Mr. Heflin severely criticized Sena- 
tors who opposed adoption of his res- 
olution, éven saying he did not want 
them to speak at his memorial exer- 
cises if he were killed by some of his 
enemies. 

A high point was a clash by Mr. 
Heflin with Senator Watson of In- 
diana, the Republican floor leader, 
whose word Mr. Heflin challenged 
directly and whom he termed ‘“‘the 
finest old he-horse in the Ku Klux 
Klan.”’ ; 

Watson Objects to Klan Link. 

Senator Heflin said that Mr. Wat- 
son had promised to support his 
resolution in modified form. This 
Mr. Watson denied. Senator Heflin 
referred slurringly to the Indianan’s 
activities in the Klan, and Mr. Wat- 
son replied: 

“The Senator knows I do not be- 
long to the Ku Klux Klan, just as 
well as he knows anything.”’ 

“I do not,” Mr. Heflin answered. 

The exchange between the two men 
become so acrimonious that Vice 
President Curtis reproved them for 
violating the Senate rules. Senator 
Watson apologized. 

Yesterday Mr. Heflin pressed a 
resolution of more drastic character, 
in which he denounced his Brockton 


assailants as ‘‘criminals.’’ 

The modification which he submit- 
ted would have had the Senate say 
that it heard ‘‘with deep regret’’ of 
the ‘interference with free speech 
and peaceful assembly”’ and the al- 
leged attempt at assault, and that 
it expressed “its condemnation of 
the conduct of those guilty of the 
same.’”’ The resolution was not 
adopted. 


Blocked by Executive Session. 


In the early afternoon Senator 
Watson objected to laying aside the 
farm relief bill at Mr. Heflin’s re- 
quest. Later in the day Senator 
Blaine of Wisconsin made the same 


objection. When Senator McN: of 
Oregon, in charge of the farm bill, 
tried to have the Senate go into ex- 
ecutive session, Mr. Heflin demanded 
a quorum. The Senate on the count 
voted to go behind closed doors. 

“You can’t stop me by defeating 
my vresolution,’’ Senator Heflin 
te ‘“*You’ll hear it all this ses- 
sion.’’ 

Chided by Senator Steiwer of Ore- 
gon with saying in a similar ex- 
change a year ago that Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas would be 
“tarred and feathered’ if he made 
a speech attacking Heflin in Ala- 
bama, Mr. Heflin said that he was 
only ‘‘joking’’ then, that his remark 
was ‘‘facetious.’’

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Presi- 
dent Hoover’s position on farm relief 
legislation drew severe criticism in 
the Senate today from Senator 
Brookhart of Iowa, one of his sup- 
porters in the Presidential cam- 
paign. The entire discussion of the 
McNary farm bill in the Senate was 
devoted to the speech by Mr. Brook- 
hart, in which he accused Mr. Hoo- 
ver of “‘inconsistency’’ on the agri- 
cultural program. 

In the House, debate went ahead 
on the Haugen farm bill, with virtu- 
ally the solid Republican majority, 
aided by a considerable number of 
Democrats, riding roughshod over 
all efforts to modify the House 
measure. Rapid progress was made, 
and indications are that the bill will 
be passed by the House late tomor- 
row afternoon. 

Mr. Brookhart charged the Presi- 
dent with showing much less enthu- 
siasm for the farmers now than dur- 
ing the campaign, and said that he 
had expected, when the special ses- 
sion began, that the President would 
carry out all campaign pledges. He 
attacked Eugene Meyer, who is spo- 
ken of as the possible head of the 
contemplated Federal farm board. 

“Eugene Meyer,’”’ the Senator 
stated, ‘‘is a Judas Iscariot to coop- 
eration.” 

Says Campaign Pledges Fail. 

Discussing the President’s message 
on farm legislation, Senator Brook- 
hart asked why Mr. Hoover now 
“turns around and tries to find the 
way” in which the farm problem 
cannot be solved.

President Conceived ‘Equivalent 
Values’ Principle, the Central 
Feature of Our Plan. 


CALLED STROKE OF GENIUS 


Jones at Geneva Explains to 
French and Dutch Application 
of System to Warships.

GENEVA, April 24.—President 
Hoover himself was the author of 
the basic idea of establishing what 
amounts to a standard measuring 
stick for estimating equivalent naval 
values, as put forth by Ambassador 
Hugh S. Gibson, head of the Ameri- 
can delegation, before the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission here 
Monday. 

It was assumed here that the 
President was of course responsible 
for the political side of Mr. Gibson’s 
speech, but it was not known that 
he was also responsible for this 
radically new technical approach to 
the naval controversy that is being 
characterized here as ‘‘a stroke of 
genius’? as more of its implications 
are being realized. The increased 
importance the idea of equivalent 
naval values assumes from its Presi- 
dential authorship is held to be 
obvious. 

The authorship of the proposal came 
out when a correspondent with engi- 
neering experience, after studying 
the idea, remarked that, whoever had 
beex. responsible for it, the idea cer- 
tainly showed an engineer’s approach 
to the problem. It was then stated 
authoritatively that it was the idea 
of an engineer—of President Hoover 
himself. 


Thought of Idea Some Time Ago. 


Mr. Hoover, who has been follow- 
ing the naval problem for years, first 
thought of this idea soon after the 
failure of the 1927 conference here. 
He then asked Mr. Gibson if the 
way out of the impasse did not lie in 
the naval powers first of all agreeing 
on a common measuring stick for 
measuring scientifically the values of 
each unit of every navy before dis- 
cussing such political questions as 
naval needs and parity on which the 
tri-power parley came to grief. 

The value of the suggestion imme- 
diately struck Mr. Gibson. The dele- 
gates to the 1927 parley had nat- 
urally become so involved in day-to-

British Plane Starts Non-Stop Flight to India, 
Seeking Both Distance and Duration Records 


Wireless to Tos New Yorke Times. 


LONDON, April 24.—The Royal 
Air Force embarked on its greatest 
peacetime adventure today when the 
huge Fairey-Napier monoplane, spe- 
cially built to attack the world’s 
long-distance record, left the Cran- 
well airdrome in Lincolnshire in an 
attempt to fly at least 5,000 miles 


without a stop in the direction of 
India. The machine is capable of 
remaining in the air for eighty-four 
hours without refueling and cover- 
ing 6,000 miles under favorable con- 
ditions. 

The Air Ministry has long been 
lanning a flight to win back for 
ritain the long-distance record of 
4,850 miles from Rome to Brazil, 
held by Italy, and the duration rec- 
ord of 65 hours 25 minutes without 
refueling, held by Germany. [The 
American crew of the uestion 
Mark stayed in the air 150 hours 40 
minutes 15 seconds, but refueled.] 
The original plan was to fly without 
a stop to Cape Town, but the 
weather in Central Africa was not 
favorable.

Statesrhen Credit Hoover With 
Sagacity in Making Offer on 
Eve of British Polling.

LONDON, April 24.—Britain’s re- 
ception of America’s latest proposals 
for naval reduction, as presented at 
Geneva by Hugh S. Gibson, went far 
beyond a mere perfunctory diplo- 
matic expression of good-will today 
when Sir Austen Chamberlain, For- 
eign Minister, announced his govern- 
ment’s approval of them to the House 
of Commons immediately after such 
approval had been authorized by 
Prime Minister Baldwin and a full 
meeting of his Cabinet. 

Incidental to their comment on the 
Cabinet’s move, British statesmen 
give President Hoover credit for 
| great political sagacity in choosing 
this particular time to make a new 
offer, when England is on the eve 
of a parliamentary election with 
Peace an important issue of the cam- 
paign and a consequent politica! 
necessity of some self-effacement on 
the part of the big navy die-hards. 


Admiralty Head Approves. 


It is significant that W.C. Bridge- 
man, First Lord of the Admiralty, 
welcomes the Gibson speech as sug- 
gesting a way to end the deadlock 
between the two countries. 

Today’s Cabinet meeting showed 
remarkably fast work for the British 
or any other government, inasmuch 
as it was only the day before yester- 
day that Mr. Gibson outlined Presi- 
dent Hoover’s plan. 

Before the Cabinet meeting former 
Secretary of State Frank B. Kellogg 
made a short call on Premier Bald- 
win at No. 10 Downing Street, which 
May or may not have been relevant 
to the great subject about to be dis- 
cussed by the Ministry. In the course 
of the Cabinet meeting various docu- 
ments were sent to Mr. Baldwin’s 
house from the Admiralty, and also 
on the Cabinet table were long dis- 
patches from Lord Cushendun, Eng- 
land’s representative on the Prepara- 
tory Disarmament Commission at 
Geneva, and messages from Sir Esme 
Howard, Ambassador at Washington. 

All these details were significant of 
the fact that nothing was being left 
to chance or loose ends at the start 
of this new attempt to solve the 
naval controversy. 


Closer Cooperation. 


So there is no likelihood of a repe- 
tition of the awkward incident of 
last February, when Sir Esme 
seemed to be a little ahead of the 
story in his eagerness to tell Wash- 
ington that his government was 
about to reopen the naval discussion. 
There is no danger of his not having 
the full approval of the British For- 
eign Office this time on his congratu- 
lations offered yesterday to President 
Hoover on the new plan. 

What is far more important is that 
it does not seem at all likely today 
that the next attempt of England 
and America to solve the naval prob- 
lem, which is expected to be made 
soon after the British elections next 
month, will result in repetition of 
the failure that ended the Geneva 
conference in 1927. 

That the discussion by the Cabinet 
was favorable to the matter was 
clearly indicated when Sir Austen 
Chamberlain announced to the House 


of Commons his government’s atti- 
tude in reply to questions by opposi- 
tion members of Parliament. 


What Chamberlain Said. 


“His Majesty’s government,” said 
Sir Austen, ‘“‘have of course noted the 
important statement made by Mr. 
Gibson to the preparatory commis- 
sion on disarmament. As at once 
stated by Lord Cushendun, his Maj- 
estv’s Government share to the full 
the hopes and wishes of the United 
States Government therein set forth. 

‘His Majesty’s Government, equally 
with the government of the United 
States, desire not merely the limita- 
tion but the reduction of naval ar- 
maments. We had indeed ourselves 
made proposals for such reduction 
and that it should be applied to evcry 
class of war vessel.

Just before the ship slipped down 
the ways Admiral Violette, address- 
ing the cruiser, said:

Ewing Condemns International 


The members of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
opening their annual convention yes- 
terday in the Waldorf, adopted a 
resolution pledging a united fight to 
repeal the Minnesota newspaper stip- 
pression law. They also accepted a 
report on the law, made by a com- 
mittee headed by Colonel Robert R. 
McCormick of The Chieago Tribune, 
which called the statute ‘‘despotic.” 

The general newsprint paper situa- 
tion also occupied the members, es- 
pecially the new price fixed by the 
International Paper Company, and 
the policy of the corporation in 
seeking financial interest in dailies. 
S. E. Thomason, chairman of the 
paper committee, met criticism that 
the paper company had aided in his 
purchase of The Chicago Journal. 

Mr. Thomason admitted that. the 
@orporation had purchased $1,000,000 
of the debentures and that 10,000 
shares of the common stock of the 
paper had been issued to it. In re- 
turn, he said, he and his associate, 
John Stewart Bryan of Richmond, 
Va., had agreed to buy The Jour- 
nal’s paper from the company for 
ten years at the market rate. He 
denied that the paper company had 
control of the newspaper or its 
policies. 

After listening to Mr. Thomason 
and other members of the A. N. P 
A. paper committee the delegates 
adopted a resolution praising the 
chairman and his committeemer. 
Their course with respect to the fix- 
ing of the International’s price of 
$55.20 a ton was endorsed. 

The newspaper-buying policy of the 
paper corporation, however, did not 
escape fire. Colonel Robert Ewing, 
publisher of The New Orleans States, 
criticized the policy, and this morn- 
ing will offer a resolution seeking to 
have the association formally con- 
demn the practice.

Colonel McCormick in his report 
ect forth the scope of the Minnesota 
law. It was passed in 1925, but was 
not invoked against a newspaper un- 
til 1927, when The Minneapolis Sat- 
urday Press was suspended. The law 
provides that any judge, without 
trial or hearing, can enjoin any jour- 
nal which, in his opinion, publishes 
malicious, scandalous or defamatory 
articles. The Minneapolis newspaper 
was subsequently permanently sup- 
pressed as a ‘‘nuisance.”” — 

“The statute is tyrannical, _ des- 
potic, un-American and oppressive, 
faid the Colonel’s report. “‘It is ob- 
jectionable for the following reasons: 
Under this statute whenever a graft- 
ing minority desires to remain in 
power or to prevent exposure of 
wrongdoing it has a ready weapon at 
hand with which to cover up its in- 
iquity and suppress attempts to ex- 
pose it. 

“This statute resuscitates the obso- 
lIete law of ‘libels on the governmen:’ 
and permits the suppression of pub- 
lications exposing corruption in the 
government. It furnishes the fetters 


whereby corruption in office may} 


completely enslave and debase our 
free institutions without fear of pub- 
lic exposure. 

“This statute establishes courts of 
eauity as censors and licensers of the 
press and permits the courts to sup- 
press writings in advance of publica- 
tion, contrary to the time-honored 
theory of Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence 
(at least since the fall of the Star

ROOSEVELT FIELD, L. I., April 
24.—The duration record for women 
pilots came back to the East from 
California this afternoon when Eli- 
nor Smith, 17-year-old pilot of 
Freeport, L. I., set the wheels of 
her Bellanca monoplane on the 
ground at two minutes, sixteen sec- 
onds after 2 o’clock. She had been 
in the air 26 hours, 21 minutes and 
32 seconds, beating the former rec- 
ord hold by Louise McPhetridge of 
Los Angeles by four hours, 18 min- 
utes. 

Her feat was regarded as remark- 
able because through a faulty sta- 
bilizer control she had been forced 
to hold the nose of the plane up by 
the stick, unable through stabilizer 
adjustment so to “trim ship’’ that 
the monoplane would fly itself. 

Shortly after 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing she pointed the Bellanca east- 
ward and varied her monotonous 
round by a trip down the island. 
She was gone nearly an hour and 
her father, Thomas Smith, and oth- 
ers watching for her began to think 
that she might have been forced to 
land at some distance because of 
lack of fuel. 

At 9:43:56 o’clock this morning she 
equalled the record and news of her 
feat was flashed to G. M. Bellanca, 
designer and builder of the plane, at 
New Castle, Del. Mr. Bellanca wired 
back and said that he was taking 
off from his own field for Roose- 
velt and hoped to arrive in time to 
congratulate the girl. Less than two 
hours later, in a plane piloted by J. 
A. Buck. with Mrs. Bellanca alse

No Sputter of Motor.

Young Buys Original Portrait of 
Duchess of Sutherland for 
Detroit. Collector. 


PRICE PUT AT $250,000 


Deal Ends Controversy Over ‘Copy,’ 
Now Back in Hands of 
Dealer in London.

LONDON, April 24. — Howard 
Young, the New York art dealer 
who bought the disputed Romney 
portrait of the Duchess of Suther- 
land, today bought the original por- 
trait for a reported price of more 


than $250,000. 

“Mr. Young made such an offer 
that the Duke felt he would not be 
justified in refusing it,’’ said the 
secretary to the Duke of Suther- 
land tonight. 

Thus the checkered history of this 
famous portrait has reached its cli- 
max. In art circles here it is re- 
garded as certain that the picture 
will finally go to Lawrence P. Fish- 
er’s collection in Detroit to take the 

lace of the so-called Romney which 
ater was said to be a copy. 

The last chapter of this eventful 
art episode has been going on under 
cover for months. It began with the 
report, blazoned in headlines all 
over the United States and Europe, 
|that Mr. Fisher had bought a mere 
copy and had paid to Mr. Young $150,- 
000 to $200,000 for it. As soon as the 
portrait’s authenticity was ques- 
tioned, Mr. Young went to Detroit, 
took the picture back to New York 
and — it to London. Here 
A. L. Nicholson, a London picture 
dealer who was said to have paid 
$1,600 for the canvas a year ago, 
received it and returned to Mr.

COL. HARVEY’S WIDOW WINS. 


Gets $44,150 Judgment Against 
Trust Company for Lost Bonds. 


Supreme Court Justice Franken- 
thaler awarded a judgment yester- 
day for $44,150 to Mrs. Alma P. Har- 


vey, widow of Colonel George Har- 
vey, former Ambassador to Great 
Britain, in her suit against the Guar- 
anty Trust Company to recover 
bonds of the Atlantic Coast Electric 
Light Sarre age 4 which had been sup- 
posedly lost since 1896. The defen- 
dant disclaimed liability as trustee 
on the ground that the twenty bonds 
were not among those recognized as 
outstanding by the electric light 
company, that they had been lost 
and could not be discovered after 
exhaustive search, and that the rec- 
ords did not reveal their ownership. 
The court ruled that the company,

Roosevelt Statement Says Adjust- 
ment May Be Reached as Whitman 
Did in 1917.

“T am sure you will agree with me, 
in the light of the past experiences 
in adjusting differences which have 
arisen in connection with port au- 
thority matters, that no better means 
than such a conference could suggest 
itself in the intgrest of maintaining 
the supremacy oY the Port of New 
York for the further benefit of the 
States of New York and New Jer- 
sey.” 

Mr. Lehman stated that prior to 
departing for Warm Springs, Ga., 
Governor Roosevelt had told him of 
information, coming from the New 
York State Chamber of Commerce, 
to the effect that the New York-New 
Jersey Business Associates were to 
institute proceedings before the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

Governor Roosevelt wrote to Gover- 
nor Larson of New Jersey on March 
22, saying he had hoped the decision 
of the two States to consider the 
harbor as one port, ‘‘was a perma- 
nent one and that through the Port 
Authority both States would operate 
toward a common end.’’

Now the Dawes budget plan ad- 
vises him to reduce a deficit of 
$4,127,000 by repealing an extensive

iy join the Opposition. Judged from 
past performances this would amount.

POLEMICS ARE CONDEMNED 


Deputies Promise to Be More Loyal 
to Leaders and Obedient to 
Party Discipline.

WARSAW, April 24.—All_ the 
members of the government bloc of 
the Sejm attending the general 
meeting today were afterward in- 
vited by President Moscicki to a tea 
at the Royal Castle, where the 
President of the republic resides. 
They were his guests.to meet Casi- 
mir Switalski, the new Prime Min- 
ister. 

The party was a demonstration for 
the harmony which is urgently 
needed in view of the recent Cabinet 
crisis and the rumors in connection 
with the resignation of Casimir 
Bartel as Premier. 

It is said that the President has 
agreed with the steps taken by 
Marshal Pilsudski, Minister of War, 
but ‘a large portion of the govern- 
ment bloc is opposed to the new 
Prime Minister. Most of the rumors 
to that effect have been confirmed 
by the government press itself. 

Polemics between the radicals and 
the conservatives in Marshal Pil- 
sudski’s camp have been even live- 
lier than those between the govern- 
ment and the Opposition. One of the 
tasks set for the new Cabinet is the 
establishment of peace in its own 
party and the silencing of the oppo- 
sition within the government bloc. 

At the meeting of the bloc today 
the chairman, Colonel Slawek, vio- 
lently attacked all those of the 
Pilsudski group who were respon- 
sible for the querulous polemics and 
lack of unity in the government 
bloc. Deputies were pledged to be 
more loyal to their own colleagues 


and to more strictly obey the party’s 
discipline. 

President Moscicki, who is even 
said to have an intention to resign, 
thought it necessary to demonstrate 
the unity of the present régime—that

CLOSED DOORS AND FLED 


Accused of Fraudulent Conversion 
of $340,000—1923 Trouble 


Here Recalled. 


BARI, Italy, April 24 (*).—The 
trial of the three Tisbo brothers, 
Ricardo, Vito and Francesco, on 
charges of fraudulent conversion of 
6,800,000 lire (about $340,000), while 
Vito, Francesco and another brother, 
Vincenzo, were operating an eml- 
grant bank in New York, began be- 
fore the Court of Appeals today. 

It is alleged that while Vito and 


Francesco were running the bank in 
New York they sent large sums of 
money to Ricardo in Italy with 
which to buy holdings of value in 
anticipation of a forced return to 
Italy of the brothers in America. 

The prosecuting attorney charges 
that, after the brothers had made 
huge sums mulcting unwary Italian 
emigrants, they closed the doors of 
their bank and fled. This was in 
March, 1923. 

Francesco Tisbo was arrested with 
his wife aboard the steamship 
Taormina on his arrival at Naples, 
March 22, 1923, after having fled 
from the United States ten days be- 
fore. A mob tried to lynch him after 
his arrest. 

Vito Tisbo was arrested at Genoa 
in 1925, and the tribunal at Bari 
ordered the arrest of Ricardo and 
the confiscation of his property in 
April, 1923. 

Vincenzo is still at large. 

Four noted lawyers are defending 
the Tisbos and the trial is expected 
to last for a number of days.

BANTON AIDE GETS

Pascocello’s Home Guarded After 
Receiving Warnings by Mail 
and Telephone.

It was learned 
that the voice of the annoyer indi- 
cates that he is of imperfect educa-| 
tion, and the gist. of the threats are 
said to concern friends of the man} 
whom Pascocello either has been} 
prosecuting or is expected to prose-, 
cute. No further information was 
given out by the police. ; 

A patrolman was on fixed post in! 
front of the Pascocello home last; 
night and early this morning. He} 
would not permit visitors to ap-} 
proach the house except those who 
were approved from within. Mr. 
Pascocello referred all inquiries in 
the matter to his chief, District. At- 
torney Banton. 

Pascocello has been active in many 
homicide cases. He investigated and 
took part in the prosecution of the 
policeman, Daniel J. Graham, for 
the murder of Judson Pratt, pay- 
master, more than a year ago. He 
took part in the inquiry after the 
Jerge killing on Broadway less than 
@ year ago.

COURTS WILL TEST 
OUSTER OF GEN. BOOTH 


Chancery to Decide on Validity 
of Deed by Which Salvation 
Army Removed Leader.

LONDON, April 24.—The Salvation 
Army’s deed poll of 1902 will be test- 
ed in the British courts, it was an- 
nounced today, but it will be done in 
such a manner as not to cause the 

least ripple in the organization. 
According to the current issue of 
The War Cry. the case will come 
before the Court of Chancery and) 


will be conducted without any plead- | 


ings or witnesses. 

The deed poll was the basis of the 
entire procedure by which the High | 
Council of the Salvation Army re- | 
cently. declared General Bramwell 
Booth to be unfit to command and 
by which it elected General Edward 
J. Higgins in his place. 

During the bitter controversy 
which arose there were frequent 
threats by members of the Booth 
family to test the validity of the doc- 
uments in the courts. General Booth 
actually did start legal proceedings 
and asked for a declaration that the 
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“deed pol] and all provisions there- 
of were and are invalid and of no 
effect.’’ 

‘General Booth’s attorneys and 
those for the Salvation. Army have 
now agreed to fight the case out in 
what The War Cry calls a “‘relative- 
ly simple and economical way.”’ 


Under the new arrangements seven 
commissioners who were defendants 
in-the original action are to be dis- 
missed from the proceedings. Attor- 
ney General Sir Thomas Inskip, who 
by virtue of his office has general 
jurisdiction of all public charities, 
will be. co-defendant with General 
Higgins. Then, when the matter is 
argued in court, it will be as a ‘‘spe- 
cial’’ case withtout the expensive and 
spectacular. attributes of a dual 
court trial. It was learned tonight 
that the case will not come up for 
two or three months. 

Members of the High Council re- 
cently admitted that it would be to 
the Salvation Army’s interest to have 
the deed legally tested. The. docu- 
ment was signed in 1904 by General 
William Booth and, according to 
Bramwell Booth’s autobiography, it 
was made with the advice of such 
distinguished Englishmen as_ the 
Earl of Oxford and Asquith, Lord 
Haldane and Lord Justice Sargent. 
It provided for a system of succes- 
sion to the Salvation Army’s gen- 
eralship in special circumstances 
such as those which arose this year 
with General Booth’s illness.

Witness Testifies Captain Ordinarily 
Pumped Out Water Ballast 
—List Is Denled.

LONDON, April 24.—There were 
many occasions on which the Lam- 
port & Holt liner Vestris left New 
York with her loadline submerged, it 
was testified today at the Board of 
Trade investigation of the vessel’s 
sinking off Virginia in November. 

Sir Thomas Inskip, Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Board of Trade, was in- 
sistent in his questioning on the sub- 
ject and ascertained that on the ves- 
| sel’s last trip in November, when she 


| sank with a loss of 112 lives, it had 
left the wharf in New York sub- 
merged seven and a half inches be- 
yond her marks, which meant that 

400 tons of water ballast would have 

had to: be pumped out before pro- 
ceeding to sea. 

‘“‘We understand, of course,”’ said 
Sir Thomas, ‘‘that there are no load- 
line regulations in force in New York 
as far as United States laws are con- 
cerned.’’ 

Turning to David Cook, vice presi- 
dent of Sanderson & Sons, New 

| York agents for Lamport & Holt, Sir 
| Thomas asked: 

| Do you know whether in practice | 
| you or those responsible work to the 
loadline?’’ 

Mr. Cook replied that the two men 
primarily responsible for loading the 
Vestris were Harry Wheeler, the su- 
perintendent, and Captain Heasley, 
an assistant superintendent of Hogan 
& Co., stevedores. He explained that 
ordinarily the ship, after unloading 
at Brooklyn, took sufficient water 
ballast aboard to make her stiff 
enough for the trip to the loading 
berth at Hoboken. Whether this 
water was pumped out at Hoboken 
was dependent on whether lighters 
were alongside. 


| Declares Loadline Was Observed. 
At the outset of the questioning 
|Mr. Cook said: ‘‘We always work 
to the loadline.’’ 

“T ask again,’”? Sir Thomas ques- 
tioned, “‘is it right that it is a mat- 
ter of chance?”’ 

“That is so,’’ replied Mr, Cook.

50 DIE DAILY IN VIENNA. 


New Statistics Show 20,000-a-Year | 


Loss of Population. 
Special Cable to THE New YorK TIMES. 

VIENNA, April 24.—Between fifty 
and sixty persons die each day in 
Vienna, according to statistics just 
published, If this rapid rate of de-| 
crease in population continues, this | 
former world capital will have lost 
about 20,000 by the end of the year. 

The severe Winter, however, is 
blamed for the sudden acceleration 
of the death rate. An average of 100 
daily died in February, which is 50 
per cent more than for the same 
month last year, although there was 
no dangerous epidemic or noticeable 
increase in the city’s always high | 
suicide rate. 

In the first two months of this | 
year there was a net decrease of 
4,000 in Vienna’s population. Since 
the birth rate also is steadily drop- 
ping, pessimists predict the slow 
dying out of the city. It lost 7,000 
last year and its population is now 
slightly under two million. - 

While the capital of the old Aus- 
strian Empire is shrinking, cities of 
post-war States are making gigantic 
strides. Belgrade has almost doubled

Juvenile delinquency and crime | 
were traced to truancy among chil- 
dren in the second and third grades 
of school by Raymond C. Moley, Pro- 
fessor of Public Law at Columbia 
University and research director for 
‘the New York State Crime Commis- 
sion, in an address yesterday at the 
annual luncheon of the Westchester 
County Children’s Association at the 
HoteI Commodore. Mr. Moley made 
a plea for the detection of juvenile 
crime ‘‘where it begins’’ and the de- 
velopment of juvenile courts into sci- 
entific institutions for correcting de- 
linquents. 

“‘An analysis of the problem of ju- | 
venile crime indicates quite clearly,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that chronic truancy, ap- | 
pearing as early as the second and | 





third grades, is the first step in a | 


career of delinquency and crime. A 
greater percentage of criminals’ ca- 
reers can specifically be traced back 
to the ‘difficult’ child in school than | 
most of us realize. 

“Since the coming of the juvenile 
court there has been throughout the 
United States too great a tendency 
to refer to the courts behavior prob- 
lems which are essentially the re- 
sponsibility of the schools. The-juve- 
nile court is not and never was in- | 
tended to be an institution to supple- | 
ment the public schools in disciplinary |

WASHINGTON, April 24—Only 
one World Court will exist so far as 
one can look into the future, and the 
United States will gain by adherence | 
and lose by abstention, Charies Evans | 
#ughes told the American Society of | 
¥tternational Law here tonight at | 
the opening session of its annual 
meeting. Mr. Hughes is president of | 
the society. 

Declaring American interests pro- | 
tected by the draft protocol of the 
committee of jurists, which affords 
opportunity to object to the giving 
of an advisory opinion, he asserted 
that in sucha contingency the United | 
States would hold a stronger position 
in the Court than out of it. 

As to the 
Court, he pointed out that the fifty 
member nations held it responsible 
to themselves individually and not to | 
the League of Nations, and that if | 
they, with the United States, had set | 
up such a court it would not have 
been substantially different in char- 
acter. He added that the League | 
could not control the Court, its 
judges or its decisions, and declared 
thet the Court was not formed ‘‘to 
take orders, but to settle disputes."’ 

Root Plan Among Chief Events. 

Fer bringing about a clarification 
of issues toward opening the way for 
the. entry of the United States into 
the World Court, Mr. Hughes paid 
tribute to Elihu Root as the ‘‘most 
astute among lawyers, most shrewd 
amcng diplomats, most wise among 
statesmen.’’

‘‘But despite this legislation activ- |

The law provides principles gov- | 
erning conduct, Mr. Hughes said, | 
but the institutions of peace require 
the means of determining what the | 
conduct has been and of applying 
principles with their appropriate im- 
plications to that conduct. 

“Nations that proclaim their desire |

Text of Mr. Husyies’ Address. 
In his address Mr. Hughes said: 

The building of the institutions 
of peace is the most distinctive 
enterprise of our time. We are 
still in the preliminary stages, en- 
gaged in the study of architectural 
drawings and blueprints, with 
much disagreement. We are con- 
triving to live in a partial and 
frail structure with incomplete and 


inadequate facilities while we seek 
to perfect our plans. 

We are troubled about the foun- 
dations of our edifice, as borings 
show pockets of quicksand, in na- 
tional policies, age-long antago- 
nisms, and developing rivalries. 
Even the materials at our command 
are fragile and hard to solidify to 
such a degree as to give assurance 
of being able to withstand the 
fierce storms of passion which are 
not unlikely to recur. 

The difficulties do not make the 
task any the less the supreme task 
of modern civilization, for, unless 
we measurably succeed in it, that 
civilization will destroy itself as.it 
brings the discoveries of science 
and the improvements of invention 
to the operetions of war in both 
weapons and methods. We shal) 
have to build and rebuild, and then 
mayhap build again, but the con- 
structive processes must go on. 

In this organization we are es- 
pecially interested in the develop- 
ment of the law as the expres- 
sion of international order. We 
emphasize the outstanding fact 
that the acceptance by States of 
the principles governing their re- 
iations to each other. as the alter- 
native to unrestrained _ self-will 
with its rule of force. is essential 
to any conception of international 
peace. 


World Code Only Rudimentary. 


But we know well that we have 
as yet only the rudiments of an 
international legal system. An emi- 
nent author. one of our own men- 


bers, recently observed that ‘the 
conception of law as a means to 
an end, and the conscious deter- 
mination of that end and adoption 
of legislation to attain it, while 
foreshadowed in the growing body 
of law-making treaties, has not 
vet entered into the science of in- 
ternational law.”’ 

Considering the development of 
that law as of vital importance, 
we are gratified that it is no longer 
merely the subiect of occasional 
learned papers or of sporadic dis- 
cussions, but has enlisted system- 
atized group action with definite 
obiectives. 

In seeking to appraise, in accor- 
dance with the tradition of our an- 
nual reunions, the progress of the 
preceding year, we find to be most 
promising these endeavors of the 
institutes and societies devoted to 
the study of international law and 
to the interests of peace, both on 
this side of the Atlantic and in Eu- 
rope, which are at last bringing us 
to something like a concrete pro- 
gram of codification, looking to an 
early international conference to 
deal with specific proposals. 


Aim to Widen Common Accord. 


On the recommendation of a 
commission of experts: constituted 
under the auspices of the League 
of Nations, three subjects have 
been selected as being presently 
suitable for codification, that is, 


territorial waters, nationality and 
the responsibility of. States for in- 
juries to the property or persons 
of eliens in their domains. 

This effort has had great assis- 
tance in our own country from the 
research committees organized on 
the initiative of the Harvard Law 
Schoo], and these committees after 
intensive study have formulated 
drafts for use in the international 
conference. 

This work perallels that taken 
elsewhere with the same object, and 
these labors are bound to have im- 
portant results in sustaining inter- 
est, in indicating precise points of 
difference—an essential prelimi- 
nary to the process of reconcilia- 
tion—and in the gradual expansion 
of the area of common accord.

It is in no sense inconsistent with 
our interest in this program to con- 
sider what is necessary to comple- 
ment it, and I think it especially 
appropriate at this time to direct 
attention to other elements of the 
institutions of peace. Proposals for 
a rational progress always suffer 
at the hands of two sorts of per- 
sons, with opposite, but equally 
embarrassing, points of view. 

The one scouts the idea of de- 
veloping international law, either 
because it is deemed to be wholly 
impracticable or with the desire to 
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leave the utmost possible play for 
national policy. The other is a 
species of that larger class, with 
which we are so well acquainted in 
the domain of municipal law, 
which puts its trust in legislation. 


In its view, to make a law is the! 


chief end of man. 
Basis of Consent of Peoples. 


In the international sphere, it is 
quite apparent that in building the 
institutions of peace we cannot be 
content with more legislative proc- 
esses, necessary as they are. 

First, there is the difficulty en- 
countered in the very nature of 
these processes. International law 


rests on consent. It consists of the 
body of principles and rules which 
States consider as binding upon 
them, and thus the development of 
international law depends upon 
agreement. It may be facilitated 
by conferences, and by interna- 
tional organization, but ultimately 
the legislative process does not go 
on by majorities as in a national 
parliament, but awaits that inter- 
national accord by which the law 
hinding upon States may be ex- 
tended or modified. 

It has recently been observed, by 
one intimately engaged in the work 
of the research committees to 
which I have referred, that deal- 
ing with three limited fields there 
were very sharp differences of 
opinion in a number of particulars. 
and “this was among a body of 
American lawyers speaking the 
same language and trained in the 
same system of jurisprudence, all 
having a strong desire to present 
the most logical proposal,’ and, I 
may add, unembarrassed by repre- 
senting governments and the tra- 
ditions of foreign offices. 

It appears that these committees 
have found it impossible to agree 
upon a number of very important 
matters embraced in the three sub- 
jects selected for study. This 
should give caution to those who 
rest their hopes of peace upon 
early international legislation. 


Peril of Nationalistic Bias. 


Even more clearly does it blight 
the beautiful and eloquently voiced 
aspirations for establishing a code 
of law before making appropriate 
provision for the judicial settle- 
ment of international controver- 
sies. If jurists with no ulterior 
purposes find it difficult to agrec, 
what will happen in international 
conferences of the representatives 
of governments and finally in the 
legislatures of these governments 
when the results of conferences are 
presented for ratification? 

Almost every sentence, every 
clause, will carry the germs of con- 


troversy and what may be gained 
from the disputations of lawyers 
will face the perils of the onslaught 
of legislators breathing the spirit 
of national intransigeance. 

In large measure, this difficulty 
inheres in all attempts at reducing 
Jaw to a codified form. Principles, 
which would readily be accepted in 
the flexible statements that suffice 
for judicia] determination of con- 
tested cases, furnish cccasion for 
almost endless dispute when it is 
sought to reduce them to the rigid- 
ity of a statute. Proposed formal 
statements are the breeders of an- 
prehensions and antagonisms as it 
is attempted to visualize the long 
future with all possible contin- 
gencies. 

The survival and usefulness of a 
legal principle may be and perhaps 
is generally due to the fact that it 
has a fluidity which makes possi- 
ble its successful application to 
novel and unforseeable conditions. 
It is apparent that the process of 
legislation by agreement will suc- 
ceed most easily when there is 
little room for serious difference of 
opinion and that it holds the least 
immediate promise where. there is 
the greatest need. The formula- 
tion is had, for the most part, in 
the area of the indisputable. 


Compromises and Interpretation. 


Then, there are the inevitable 
compromises of legislation. We con- 
stantly observe this even in our 
municipal legislation, where a ma- 
jority controls. For compromises 
are often indispensable to majori- 
ties. Probably no great, forward 
looking enactment is passed with- 
out general and ambiguous clauses 
which have emerged from the con- 
test of legislative committees. It 
comes to the point where it is 
recognized that, if there is to be 
any legislation on the subject, cer- 
tain specific contentions must -give 
way to a generality which permits 
both contenders to retire in good 
order. 

Sometimes the ambiguous words 
are used with the skill of an _in- 
tentional duplicity, sometimes they 
represent the best that can be done 
because of the 
framing definite categories, and 
sometimes they are the last resort 
in the sheer fatigue of well-matched 
combatants. If this is the case 
with municipal legislation, what 
shall be said of the international 
processes when nations are called 
upon to agree? 

In the ordinary treaty, even in 
those not of the so-called law-mak- 
ing sort, we find frequent illustra- 
tion. When uncertainty of mean- 
ing appears at the time of some 
particular test, it is naturally asked. 
why was the treaty not made more 
explicit? The answer may well be, 
in a hibernian mode of expression, 
that if the treaty had been more 
explicit there would have been no 
treaty. 

The parties desired to make an 
agreement; they could go along 
together a certain way, but no 
further; they preferred not to 
sacrifice the gain that they were 
making in their definite promises 
by an attempt to secure more and 
thought it better to leave the agree- 
ment to the process of interpreta- 
tion in the light of the principles 


‘of law, rather than to wreck their 


hopes by insistence on particular 
clauses. 

In lawmaking treaties, and in 
the process of codification, we 
shall undoubtedly have these com- 
promises and general formules 
which await construction. Aside 
from this, language, with the ut- 
most sincerity of purpose, is a 
difficult vehicle for completely 
exact statement. This is largely 
left to mathematical formulas and 
is rarely achieved in statute mak- 
ing. Important legislation always 
awaits the interpreter. 


Law as Limiting Controversy. 


There is also the inescapable in- 
firmity of legislation which inheres 
in the impossibility of foreseeing 
the infinite variety of states of 
fact to which it may apply. It is 
the unexpected that happens with- 
in the domain of legislative con- 
trol. 

This is not a sphere of abstrac- 
tions. It is the field of human 
activities with their endless, kalei- 
doscopic changes. The law i noth- 


ing in itself. It is conduct that 
determines its application, and dif- 
ficult as mav he the question 

What is the law’?—often. far more 
difficult is the question—What are 








impossibility of | 





the facts? This difficulty is not 
lessened when nations have their 
points of difference and national 
sentiment backs each contestant. 

It is quite clear that, important 
as is the development of the law, 
it is only one rt of the building 
of the institutions of peace. The 
law narrows the field of contro- 
versy, but there is a vast field left. 

Legisletion does not prevent dis- 
putes. In place of those we might 
have had without legislation, we 
have others under legislation, or 
even because of it. Lawmaking 
is the major activity, not to say 
the favorite indoor sport, in this 
fortunate land of ours, with forty- 
eight commonwealths turning out 
legislation ad libitum, with a-host 
of municipalities adding their local 
supply in ordinances, and with the 
Federal Government fitly crown- 
ing the national endeavor. 

But despite this legislative activ- 
ity in declaring, defining and creat- 
ing the Jaw, our courts are filled 
to repietion with controversies. 
We do not, for this reason, under- 
rate the beneficence of the law— 
it is the vital breath of our demo- 
cratic life. We could not live in 
our social intimacies and’ complex 
activities without it. 


Necessity of the Juridical Function. 


The law provides principles gov- 
erning conduct, but the institutions 
of. peace require the means of de- 
termining what the conduct has 
been and of applying principles 
with their appropriate implications 
to that conduct. Thus the process 
of developing the law must have 
as its. necessary concomitant the 
judicial function and the requisite 


machinery for its exercise. 

This is as essential in the inter- 
national sphere as in the munici- 
pal. Nations that proclaim their 
desire for peace must of necessity 
prove their sincerity by providing 
judicial institutions for the dispo- 
sition of controversies. 

Consider what our situation 
would have been under our Fed- 
eral Constitution if we had not 
provided a supreme tribunal for 
its construction and. application. 
One of the controlling reasons for 
establishing our national govern- 
ment was to have a central author- 
ity to deal with interstate and 
foreign commerce. Suppose the 
framers of the Constitution had 
essaved to set out the particulars 
of the matters to be dealt with 
under the commerce clause. What 
a sorry mess they would have 
made of it with their limited expe- 
rience and outlook! 

What could they foresee? If 
out of such a contentious effort 
there had come any Constitution 
at all, it would have been a lame 
affair. The success of the com- 
merce clause in its adaptations.to 
the neéds of a growing country 
lay in its generality. in. the. prin- 
ciples that it connoted without an 
attempt at particular. definitions. 

We have had about 140 years of 
expansion and of the application 
of these principles in a _ great 
variety -f contested cases, and the 
results have met with general ap- 
proval. This achievement has 
heen possible only through the 
judicial function. 


Comity of States as Case in Point. 


Let me take another illustration, 
more closely in point. The struggle 
for American independence left us 
according to our political theory 
with thirteen sovereign States. 
These States came into the Union 
with certain limitations. of State 
authority. They gave up their 
tight to fight each other, to make 
treaties, to make compacts among 
themselves save with the consent 
of Congress. What was left to 
enable them to settle the. differ- 
ences which would _ inevitably 
occur? Only the right to invoke 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
_Since then thirty-five other 
States have been admitted to the 
Union on the same footing with 
the original States. Suppose ‘this 
judicial authority had not been set 
up—what chance would there have 
been for interstate peace? Sur- 
pose the attempt had been made to 
define in a specific way the rizhts 
of the States as against each other 
with regard to all sorts of contro- 
versies that might arise, what 
possible result would have been 
satisfactory? 

The legislative process merely 
went far enough to say that the 
Supreme Court of the United 
States should have original juris- 
diction over controversies between 
States, but that was far enough to 
secure a basis of interstate peace 
because there is an opportunity 
provided for judicial settlement 
according to the principles which 
a mega the establishment of the 

nion. 


Need to Clarify Principles. 


Take, for example, the question 
of interstate streams. ~Even today 
it would be extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, to obtain a precise 
agreement among all the States as 
to their rights inter sese in the 
uses. of interstate. streams. But 


this does not prevent these ques- 
tions from being regarded as. sus- 
ceptible of determination by the 
Supreme Court. They are deemed 
to be justiciable because there are 
at least general principles, com- 
monly accepted, which may be ap- 
plied. 

These principles are derived from 
the nature of the Union, the equal 
constitutional authority of the 
States, the relation of the States 
to the waters. flowing through 
their territories, the natural, neces- 
sary and proposed uses of these 
waters, and the requitements of 
justice to all interests affected. 
Principles that are generally ac- 
cepted become clarified in their ap- 
plication much more easily than in 
any possible detailed formulization 
in advance. 

In truth, the law in legislative 
form car never completely meet 
the needs of any community. The 
machinery for the application of 
principles through judicial action 
in the determination of controver- 
sies is the indispensable requisite 
of any legal order, that is, of insti- 
tutions of peace, whether it is do- 
mestic or international. 

Giving Effect to Anti-War Treaty. 

This fact has been emphasized by 
the outstanding event of the year 
in the negotiation and ratification 
of the Multilateral Anti-War Treaty. 
I shall not join in any effort to 
give it a. meaning which would 
carry it beyond its terms, for while 
speculation is fascinating and pro- 
vocative of thought as to possible 
implications, there is no degree of 
certainty in Sevegening. what na- 
tional policy will be in the unknown 
contingencies of the future. 

Various possibilities may be con- 
jured up. Much of what is said is 
predicated on the determination of 
a violation of the treaty, and with 
that premise it is found to be easy 
to reach conclusions as to an ap- 
propriate course of action in that 
event. It may indeed prove to be 
clear that one of the parties has 
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violated the treaty, but this may 
not be clear. There may be a con- 
sensus of world opinion, or of opin- 
ion in this country, upon that 
point, or there may not be. 

The anticipated processes for de- 
termining who is the aggressor, or 
who has violated the treaty, may 
go forward or they may not. The 
question may be more easily de- 
termined in a small or restricted 
war than in a great one, The situ- 
ation, with its moral demands, in 
the case of a clear determination 
upon satisfactory grounds, would 
be far different from one where 
opinion was confused and uncer- 
tain, or closely divided, with re- 
doubtable forces on each side of 
the controversy and where the 
processes of determination halted 
or failed. 


Mere Legislation Not Enough. 


It is the fear of. such a break- 
down that is the greatest obstacle 
to the doing of the things which 


otherwise would be done without 
delay in the light of a fully de- 
termined renunciation of war. It 
may be doubtful, to say the least, 
whether it would help matters to 
attempt to define in advance the 
action to be taken by our govern- 
ment upon the determination by 
the President of a violation of the 
treaty, for it is probable that the 
President would not care to act un- 
less there was a dominant opinion, 
and in any event the Congress 
could at its pleasure withdraw or 
override any particular authority 
it had conferred. 

It is not my purpose to discuss 
the anti-war treaty, or Kellogg 
pact, in this aspect of it, for what- 
ever may or may not be the impli- 
cations of the first article as to the 
renunciation of war as an instru- 
ment of national policy, it is the 
second article of the treaty, in my 
opinion, that really holds the 
promise of peace. Mere legislation 
against war cannot establish peace 
unless the controversies which arise 
in the future, the seeds of which 
may have already been sown, can 
be disposed of on a basis of justice. 

It is for this reason that I regard 
the second article as the definitive 
and controlling feature of the 
treaty. By that article, the signa- 
tory powers pledge themselves to 
“the settlement or solution of all 
disputes or conflicts of whatever 
nature or whatever origin they 
may be, which 'may arise among 
them,’’ exclusively by ‘‘pacific 
means.”’ 


“Pacific Means”’ Defined. - 


There is no difficulty in finding 
the implications of this agreement. 
“Pacific means’’ obviously em- 
brace diplomatic negotiations, 
suitable measures of conciliation, 
participation in appropriate con- 
ferences, and judicial settlement of 
justiciable disputes. Whatever 
may be our attitude toward special 
forms of international organiza- 
tion, these categories of. pacific 
means are the irreducible minimum 
of any fair interpretation of the 
pledge. Whatever opposition there 
may have been to the giving of 
this pledge, now that it has been 
given, the honor of the country 
~~ the faithful performance 
of it. 

It was in this spirit that the Pan 
American treaties of obligatory ar- 
bitration and conciliation were ne- 
gotiated at the recent Conference 
in Washington, another important 
achievement of the year. At the 
Sixth Pan American Conference at 
Havana, in February, 1928, a reso- 
lution was passed reciting that the 
American Republics desired to ex- 
press “‘that they condemn war as 
en instrument of national policy 
in their mutual relations’’ and pro- 
viding for a meeting in Washing- 
ton ‘‘to give conventional form to 
the realization’’ of the declared 
principle. 

Phe result was the signing of 
two treaties—one for arbitration 
and the other for conciliation. The 
former relates to all justiciable 
questions, that is, those suscepti- 
ble of determination by the applica- 
tion of principles of law, excepting 
only such controversies as ‘are 
within the domestic jurisdiction of 
any of the parties to the dispute 
and are not controlled by interna- 
tional law’’ and those which ‘‘af- 
fect the interest or refer to the ac- 
tion of a State not a party to this 
treaty.’’ 

Another outstanding event of the 


vear is the visit of our veteran | 


jurist and statesman to Geneva in 
the interest of the adherence of the 
United States to the Protocol o1 
the Statute of the Permanent 
Courtof International Justice and 
his success in finding a way out of 
the impasse that has existed. I 
trust that in the consideration of 
the details of the present proposal, 
the fundamental questions that are 
involved will not be obscured. 

Indeed, the determining aques- 
tions are those of principle and not 
merely of procedure, and as to 
both we take pleasure in observ- 
ing at the outset that there is no 
one to whom we could look for 
safer guidance than to the former 
president of this society, most as- 
tute among lawyers, most shrewd 
among diplomats, most wise 
among statesmen—Elihu Root. He 
is not the one to sacrifice in any 
degree the interests of his country, 
but rather is eminently qualified 
to conserve those interests in the 
highest sense. by promoting the 
cause of international justice. 

What are the fundamental aues- 
tions? The first is—Should there 
be provision for the judicial set- 
tlement of international disputes? 
That question admits of but one 
answer. I have already pointed out 
how limited, indeed how impotent, 
is the law without its tribunal to 
apply it; how treaties between 
States, lawmaking treaties or 
‘others, like agreements in the 
municipal sphere, must have their 
judicial interpreters. 


Questions in Juridical Scope. 


The most obvious sort of pacific 
means to which we are pledged, is 
that of the exercise of the judicial 
function wherever that function is 
appropriate. It is- undeniably ap- 
propriate when the questions are 
those of law, and the application 
of law to the facts as ascertained, 
and when internaticnal agreements 
are to be interpreted and the ap- 
propriate redress of breaches de- 
termined. The promises of the 
Anti-War Treaty, which our gov- 
ernment has negotiated and rati- 
fied, must be deemed to require 
resort to judicial settlement of 
this class of questions. 

The Pan Amercian Treaties spe- 
cifically list the following as 
among questions of a juridical char- 
acter: ‘‘(a) the intepretation of a 
treaty; (b) any question of inter- 
national law; (c) the existence of 
any fact which, if established, 
would constitute a breach of an 
international obligation; and (d) 
the nature and extent of the rep- 
aration to be made for the breach 
of an international! obligation.’’ 

This is a familiar classification 
long approved by jurists. To refuse 
judicial settlement of such ques- 
tions would be to treat the Kellogg 
pact as a mere scrap of paper. 

Judicial settlement requires 
judges. Who are to be the judges 
ef an tnternational controversy? 
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Certainly not either of the parties 
to the dispute. No nation can 
make good its pledge to seek set- 
tlement of its international con- 
troversies of a juridica] character 
only by pacific means and insist 
on being the judge of its own case. 

Judicial settlement of questions 
appropriate for that disposition 
necessarily means decision by for- 
eigners not parties to the dispute. 
It is quite naive to suggest as an 
objection to resort in such cases to 
an international judicial tribunal 
that it.may be composed of for- 
eigners. 


Prefers a World Tribnnal. 


The next question is: What shall 
be the tribunal? The choice is 
plainly between arbitrators selected 
for a particular case or a perma- 
nent international court. I do not 
fail to recognize the great value of 
arbitration. On the contrary I 


have endeavored to promote the 
cause of arbitration and in the 
recent Pan-American Treaty par- 
ticipated in providing for an im- 
proved plan of choosing arbi- 
trators. . 
_ But arbitration. important as it 
is, has certain disadvantages and 
there are clear benefits to be de- 
rived from the establishment of a 
permanent international court. 

In considering the development 
of the law, I have emphasized the 
inability of mere legislation, that 
is of codification, or law-making 
treaties, to provide adequately for 
that development, and the neces- 
sity of the judicial function in the 
clarification and application of 
principles. In truth, the -judicial 
function is not simply a facility, 
hut is absolutely essential to the 
development of the law. In this 
respect the advantage is manifestlv 
with a permanent international 
tribunal. 


Contrasts Work of Arbitrators. 


Arbitrators should, and do, de- 
clare and apply the law, but their 
work is sporadic, discontinuous 
and of unequal quality. Suppose 
we had occasional arbitrations 
instead of the Supreme Court for 
the purpose of construing the 
Federal Constitution and deter- 
mining controversies between 
States. How inadequate would he 
the provision for the development 
of constitutional or interstate law! 
How far we should fall short of a 
continuous and satisfactory expo- 
sition of the fundamental law. 

If there are those who dislike 
precedents, or oppose the develop- 
ment of the law by judicial de- 
cisions, it may be pointed out that 
they do not escape precedents and 
their consequences by resorting to 
occasional arbitrations instead of 
a permanent court. They merely 
would havea less satisfactory ac- 
cumulation of precedents. 

So far as the particular contro- 
versy is concerned, it may be de 
cided by either sort of tribunal, 
but a permanent court is needed 
from the standpoint of the law and 
in the interests of nations contem- 
plating an unbroken peace under 
the reign of law. 


Qualifications of Judges. 


With this conspicuous advantage, 
the question is—Aré arbitrators 
chosen for the particular case like- 


ly to be better qualified or more 
impartial than the judges of a per- 
manent court? From my observa- 
tion, and without disparaging the 
ability of many arbitrators who 
have given their service in this im- 
portant field, I believe that a bench 
of judges, chosen by the nations 
on their repute as jurists, set aside 
for continuous judicial work, at an 
age when ambition as well as con- 
science prompts to the best work 
of which they are capable, will be 


far more satisfactory in the long 


run than the choice of arbitrators 
from time to time. 

There is the advantage of num- 
bers. Would not our States prefer 
a decision of their controversies by 
the Supreme Court of nine judges 
than by arbitrators, with one or 
two specially selected who would 
probably determine the result? Cer- 
tainly, the permanent court would 
be better than an umpire, or third 
or fifth arbitrator, selected by lot, 
or chosen by third persons where 
the parties to the dispute were un- 
able to agree, as would frequently 
be the case. 
the choice of arbitrators. Who is 
to select them, when the parties 
find accord impossible? 


Reliance Upon Bench as a Whole. 


Judges of a permanent court will 
have human frailties, but so have 
arbitrators. The play of mind on 
mind in the consultations of the 
judges of a permanent court, the 


preparation of opinions under the 
strict scrutiny of an entire bench 
composed of a number of jurists 
of high distinction, these are as- 
surances quite as great as, and to 
my mind greater than, those which 
would be found in the. ordinary 
course of arbitrations. 

And speaking for myself, in the 
light of experience, I should rather 
submit an important cause of the 
United States to a permanent court 
of international justice than to 
such an arbitration as it would be 








That is the test of | 


practicable to establish under ex- | 


isting conditions, with the neces- 


sity of leaving the choice of the 


umpire, or the third or fifth ar- 
bitrator, to third persons when 
those proposed by this government 
were rejected. ‘ 

Tf a permanent court is desira- 


‘-ble—what permanent court shall it 


be? The answer is that there is 
but one, and so far as we can seé 


into the future, there will be but - 


one—the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice at The Hague. 
It is supported by about fifty 
States. It has performed its 
functions successfully for seven 
years with a gratifying degree of 
confidence reposed in it, as is 
shown by the increasing volume of 
its work. 

It is idle to suppose that any 
other permanent court could be 
established. But it is said that it 
is the ‘‘League Court’’—the Court 
of the League of Nations.’ I trust 
that the controversy over our en- 
tering the League has not made it 
impossible for us to think with 
clarity on this subject. — 

One might suppose, in the fre- 
quent reference to the Court as a 
“League Court,” that the League 
is an entity with a distinct, unified 
interest which deprives. the Court 
of the impartial position a perma- 
nent court should have. But, in 
truth, the League is composed, as 
I have said, of about fifty States, 
with the variety of population and 
situation, with all the diversity of 
interests, political and economic, 
that fifty nations of Europe, the 
Americas and the Orient, can dis- 
play. 

Court Responsible to Nations. 


The fact that these nations desire 
to support an international judicia] 
institution to decide controversies, 


that they meet to elect judges for 
that responsible work, that they 
contribute their. quis to defray 
the expenses of the _ tribunal, 
should in no way obscure the fact 
that they are still diverse nations. 
with different, and often antago- 
nistie, interests and pelicies, with 





all sorts of treaties presenting a 
variety of. questions, and that in- 
deed it is because they have, and 
are likely to have, serious contro- 
versies among themselves that 
they have constituted the Court to 
determine them. 

In short, these fifty nations are 
united in supporting the Court, 
but, with respect to the exercise of 
the judicial function by the Court, 
they represent diversity and not 
unity. he States which are mem- 
bers to the League elect the 
judges with that diversity in mind. 
They invest the judges with 
authority: to decide, not for or 
against the League, but for or 
against the particular States who 
are parties to the dispute. They 
demand, of necessity, competence 
and impartiality in the judges who 
are to decide among them. 

The League does not control the 
Court or the judges. The League 
cannot control decisions. If it 
could, that would be the end of the 
Court, for it is established not to 
take orders, but to settle disputes 
among. the States when these find 
it impossible to agree. If all the 
States, members of the League, 
and the United States-had set up a 
permanent court, it could hardly 
be substantially different in char- 
acter from the one now established, 
save that we should have joined in 
establishing and maintaining it. 


As to “‘Advisory Opinions.”’ 


The fundamental question is not 
as to the character of the existing 
permanent court, but whether we 
think there should be a permanent 
court to. determine international 
controversies of a juridical char- 
acter. 

As, under the pending proposal, 


our government is free to support 
the Court without entering the 
League of Nations, without assum- 
ing any obligations of or to the 
League, as we are entitled to par- 
ticipate on an equal footing in the 
selection of judges, and as resort 
to the jurisdiction of the Court in 
any particular controversy is left 
optional, the question. seems to 
come down to that of the giving of 
advisory opinions. 

I shall not attempt to review 
what has been said on this subject, 
or to discuss the terms of the 
formula which has resulted from 
the consideration by the Commit- 
tee of Jurists of Mr. Root’s pro- 
posal as to the fifth reservation of 
the Senate. I prefer, in the pres- 
ent circumstances, to leave that 
discussion to others and merely to 
mention a few general considera- 
tions which seem to me to be im- 
portant. 

Whatever may be said of the 
practice of giving advisory opin- 
ions, it has been adopted in several 
States of our Union, and it is a 
time-honored practice in some of 
the older States, without detracting 
from the repute and quality of the 
work of most distinguished courts. 

Whether we go “‘in”’ or stay ‘‘out’”’ 
of the Court, advisory opinions 
would not have the binding effect 
of a judgment. It is their moral 
weight, their effect on general 
opinion throughout the world, and 
not their technical bearing, that 
may be deemed important. 

Advantage in Being a Member. 

The fundamental questions then 
are: What do we gain in this re- 
spect by a refusal to support the 
Permanent Court of International 
Justice? What should we lose in 
this respect if we did support this 
institution of peace? 

As to the first, it is apparent that 
advisory opinions will be given 
when it is decmed to be appropri- 
ate, if the United States does not 
join in supporting the Court. We 
have abstained from that support 
for seven years and the Court has 
given its advisory opinions from 
time to time. The continued ab- 
stention of the United States will 
not prevent such opinions. 

If, however, we should give our 
support to the Court, what. if any- 
thing, should we lose in relation to 
advisory opinions? If we are par- 
ties to a dispute in relation to 
which an advisory opinion is asked 
and we make our objection, the 
Court, in accordance with its es- 
tablished practice and in view of 
the manifest impropriety of giving 
an opinion as to a matteg in dis- 
pute when the parties to @he dis- 
pute had not submitted it to the 
Court, would refuse to give its 
opinion. Our protest in such a 
case would certainly be none the 
less effective because we were sup- 
porting the Court. 

Tf, however, there was a claim of 
interest on our part in some mat- 
ter as to which an advisory opin- 
ion was asked, and there was a se- 
rious question as to the existence 
of that interest, we should be in a 
much stronger position, as it seems 
to me, were we supporting the 
Court and made our objection, with 
the right of withdrawal of our ad- 
herence in case our protest were 
unavailing, than if we stood aloof 
altogether. 


Right of Withdrawal. 


Without reciting the precise 
terms of the draft protocol adopt- 
ed by the committee of jurists in 


relation to the adherence of the 
United States, it is sufficient for 
the present purpose to point out 
that they afford a definite oppor- 
tunity for objection on the part of 
the United States to the-giving of 
advisory opinions as to a matter 
in which it claims an interest, and 
that the required deliberate con- 
sideration of such an objection 
would furnish a suitable means of 
protection of the interests of the 
United States. 

The necessity of having recourse 
to the right of withdrawal from ad- 
herence to the protocol of the Court 
would seem to be very remote. It 
may be urged that we should be 
disinclined to withdraw, but it is 
equally true that the other States 
supporting the Court would be re- 
Juctant to have us withdraw. The 
situation would ‘almost inevitably 
lead to a reasonable disposition of 
any difference. 

Certainly, if the Government of 
the United States believed that it 
had sound reasons for its protest, 
and the protest proved to be un- 
availing, it could withdraw with 
dignity and honor unimpaired. The 
fact that it could thus withdraw 
would be a powerful deterrent 
against action in opposition to its 
interests in the matter of request- 
ing advisory opinions. Certainly, 
the United States would be, as I 
have said, in a better position in 
such a case than if it stood apart. 

Protest and withdrawal are the 
remedies appropriate to such a 
case. These remedies would always 
have been available, but in view of 
the terms of the fifth reservation, 
it is advisable to define the pro- 
cedure by a formal protocol. 


Provision for Conciliation. 


To this support of judicial settle- 
ment should be added appropriate 


participation in conciliatory meas- 
ures in relation to controversies of 
a non-judicial character. Our gov- 
ernment is making broad treaties 
to this effect. The most recent il- 
lustration is the 
Treaty of Conciliation which has re- 
ceived the approval of the Senate 
and has been ratified by our gov- 
ernment. 

While these institutions of peace 
are beine nerfected. there is one

notable lack. That is, with refer- 
ence to our participation in the ef- 
fort to maintain the peace of the 
world in case it is threatened by 
acts of aggression on the part of 
any State which is a party to the 
anti-war treaty. 

Our government is not a member 
of the League of Nations and can- 
not participate as a member in its 
activities. It may, however, ap- 
propriately take part, ard has al- 
ways been ready to take part, in 
international conferences in the in- 
terest of peace. 

Maintaining Our Traditions. 

When, a few years.ago, we were 
dealing with difficult situations in 
the Far East, there was negotiated 
and ratified what is called the 
Four-Power Treaty between the 
United States, the British Empire. 
France and Japan, in which it was 
agreed that if there should develop 
between any of the parties a con- 
troversy urising out of any Pacific 
question and involving their right-, 
as stated, which was not satisfac- 
torily settled by diplomacy and 
was likely to affect the harmonious 
accord now happily subsisting be- 
tween them, they should invite the 
other parties to a joint conference 
to which the whole subject would 
be referred for consideration and 
adjustment. 

It was also provided that if such 
rights were threatened by the ‘‘ag- 
gressive action of any other power’ 
the parties should ‘‘communicate 
with one another fully and frankly 
in order to arrive at an under- 
standing as to the most efficient 
measures to be taken, jointly or 
separately, to meet the exigencies 
of the particular situation.’’ 

It was understood, as the Senate 
stated in its resolution-of ratifica- 
tion, that the statement of the pre- 
amble and the terms of the treaty 
involved ‘‘no commitment to armed 
force, no alliance, no obligation to 
join in any defense.” Alliances 
are opposed to our policy; confer- 
ences in the interests of peace are 
not. 

If we were to support the Per- 
manent Court of Internationa! Jus- 
tice, and if we were to supplement 
the Kellogg pact by a treaty for 
conference and consultation similar 
to the Pacific treaty, should we not 
be taking entirely practical steps 
for the building of the institutions 
of peace without violence to any of 
our cherished traditions?

10,000 See Hugmen Turn Close 
Game Into Decisive Victory With 
5 Runs in Last 2 Innings. 


LEAD, 4 TO 3, UNTIL EIGHTH 


Hoyt Holds Losers to Six Safeties— 
Yankees Hit Ruffing Hard, 
Collecting 16 Blows.

BOSTON, April 24.—The weather 
moderated considerably here today 
and so did the conduct of the Red 
Sox,. who, still reflecting upon that 
splendid inaugural victory they 
chalked up against the Yankees yes- 
‘terday, went down before the 
world’s champions, 9 to 3. This did 
not seem to please a fine mid-week 
crowd of 10,000 spectators, but then 
the Hugmen have other things to 
worry about, not the least of these 
being the retaining of that old title. 

In fact, Miller Huggins was find- 
ing quite a few things to worry 
about during the early rounds and 
as late as the seventh inning the 
Red Sox were still clinging to the 
coat tails of the Yanks with the 
score 4-3 in favor of the champions. 
But in the eighth and ninth the 
Yanks crowded just a bit more steam 
into their punches and the blows 
went right through the Sox for a 
cluster of five runs. This made the 
little Miller feel much better. 


Waite Hoyt, the only pitcher who 
up to today had started and finished 
a game for the Yanks, repeated the 
performance this afternoon and did 
it well. He allowed only six hits 
and but for a couple of oversights, 
one of which he committed himself, 
would have had a shut-out. How- 
ever, the Yanks really needed no 
shut-out pitching, for they were in 
a thumping mood and handled 
Charlie Ruffing rather roughly, 
clouting him for sixteen hits. 


Red Sox Start Scoring. 


Hoyt spotted the Red Sox a run in 
the second, when he passed Regan. 
Reeves followed with a single that 
put Regan on third and then Berry 
slapped one at Hoyt. For some rea- 
son not quite clear, Waite tossed the 
ball to second to force Reeves while 
Regan was trotting over the plate. 
In the fifth a bad throw to first by 
Durocher, after Berry and Rothrock 
had singled, gave the Sox two more 
and these were their last. 


Much more scientific was the Yan- | 


kee method of attack. They weak- 
ened Ruffing with body blows and 
started their operations as early as 
the third, when Hoyt, Combs and 
Koenig singled to fill the bases. Only 
one run resulted, this on a pass to 
Ruth, for Ruffing fanned Gehrig 
and held Meusel and Lazzari to out- 
field flies. 

In the fourth the Yanks picked up 
another tally on a double by Grab- 
owski and a single by Combs and 
two more eame their way in thé fifth 
when singles by Gehrig and Meusel 
were followed by a wild heave by 
shortstop Rhyne. 

And that is the way the situation 
stood when the Yanks decided to 
make it decisive in the last two 
rounds.

Picking Them by Ear. 


Over the radio recently Jack Dempsey picked his ten 
all-time heavyweights and it’s interesting to take note 
of the way he did it. He named Sullivan, Jeffries, 
Corbett, Peter Jackson, Gene Tunney, Bob -Fitzsim- 
mons, Jack Johnson, Tom Sharkey, Sam Langford and 
Peter Maher, 

Perhaps he didn’t mean to rate them in that exact | 
order, though he did rank Sullivan first, Jeffries sec- 
ond and Corbett third. The interesting point to this | 
observer is that Dempsey must have picked most of 
his men by ear. Even if it was customary for him to 
push his perambulator up to the ringside when he was 
2 or 3 years old, he would have missed seeing the | 
man he rates.at the head of the list. 

John L. Sullivan was knocked out by. Jim Corbett 
in 1892. Jack Dempsey wasn’t born until 1895, He | 
was 2 years old when Fitzsimmons knocked out Cor- 
bett. He was 4 years old when Jeffries won the crown 
from Ruby Robert. 

Dempsey probably saw Jack Johnson in action be- 
fore that gladiator lost all of his championship equip- 
ment and, of course, he had more than one close-up 
view of Gene Tunney in action. But unless he was 
peeking through the bars of his cradle, it is doubtful 
that he saw much, if anything, of half a dozen of his | 
heavyweight heroes. 

Nevertheless, veteran observers who did see all these 
men in action in the ring think that Dempsey wasn't 
far wide of the mark in picking them as he did. If | 
he’s that good at picking pugilists he never saw raise 
their hands in anger, he may be the very man to select 
next Autumn’s All-American football team. It’s the | 
custom to pick them by ear, too. 


In Another Field. 


Dempsey stuck fairly closely to tradition in picking 
his ten famous figures of pugilism, though scores of 
veteran fight followers must have fallen out of their 
armchairs in front of the loudspeakers when he 
dragged in any one as modern as Gene Tunney. There’s | 
no way in which the argument can be settled. The | 
modern fight game isn’t the same game that the old- 
timers knew. 

But on the general subject of tradition and tradi- | 
tional heroes, baseball may furnish a clue to the pro- | 
gram. If a fan will tell you his age, you should be | 
able to pick out his all-time stars for him. There’s | 
no trick to it at all. 

If he is-60 years old, you can save his breath by | 
rattling off as the greatest ball players of all time 
such names as “Old Hoss’ Radbourne, Cap Anson, 
Tim Keefe and so on. If he is hovering around the | 
half-century mark, just run through the line-up of the | 
Old Orioles and you have his list of the greatest ball 
players ever to tread a diamond or spike an umpire. | 

The next younger generation would go to bat for | 
Christy Mathewson, Iron Man McGinnity, Eddie Plank, | 
Rube Waddell and Hans Wagner. A later class would | 
pick Speaker, Cobb, Heilmann and such men. If you 
leave it up to the boys in the bleachers today, the 
great ball players of all time are Babe Ruth, Lou | 
Gehrig, Rogers Hornsby, Leon Goslin and lads like 
that. 

If it’s that way in baseball it’s probably the same 
way in the fight game. Each generation chooses its | 
heroes and sticks with them,

The original motives which moved 
her and her creditors to seek an 
adjustment remained as strong as 
ever. Germany was in the way, it 
was thought, to gain great advan- 
tages in the shape of somewhat re- 
duced payments, freedom from visi- 
ble evidence of allied financial con- 
trol in Berlin and early evacuation 
of the Rhineland. But if the con- 
ference now dissolves, she will not 
only lose these probable gains, but 
will have to fall back on the scheme 
of payments under the Dawes plan 
which she declares to be both griev- 
ous and impossible. As for the 
Allies, they will be left groping in 
the dark and compelled to begin 
their work all over again. 

All this seems to impartial ob- 
gervers to have been both unneces- 
sary and baffling. Indeed, the ex- 
perts themselves appear to be so im- 
pressed with the futility of leaving 
their proceedings up in the air that 
they are still striving to find a way 
back to reality and to an agreement, 
if only partial. There is time for 
reconsideration, and the dispatches 
from Paris indicate that it-will be 
serious and honest, though not. as 
yet very hopeful.

A LAW AT FAULT. 


| A jury’s verdict that a pamphlet 
| which has been in circulation for 
| ten years, with the approval of 
parents, teachers and physicians, 
conveying knowledge about sex, is 
“obscene,” shows once more in 
what a confused and unsatisfactory 
condition is the law eovering such 
cases. Under it the trial seems to 
have been properly conducted, and 
the decision was, by the instructions 
of the judge, in accordance with the 
Penal Code. But right there is the 
trouble. Our statutory law is in 
much the same state, regarding this 
matter, as is the English judicial 
rule. The latter, dating from 1867, 
holds that a buok or publication is 
obscene if it tends to corrupt any 
who are susceptible to corruption. 
This dictum, like the provisions of 
our law, quite overlooks broad dis- 
tinctions which common sense would 
insist upon in such cases. 

There is a great difference be- 
tween inferential obscenity and un- 
disguised pornography. Various Eng- 
lish writers and judges conducted 
& symposium on the subject in the 
April number of The Nineteenth 
Century and After. They were in 
virtual agreement that somehow 
the law ought to be changed so 
as to pass upon the obvious intent 
of a writer or publisher, instead of 
pouncing upon an isolated passage 
which might be held to be obscene. 
This last method led to the condem- 
nation of Mr. DREISER’s “ An Amer- 
jican Tragedy” by a Boston jury. 
Here in New York a magistrate 
held, as it had previously been held 
in England by judicial authority, 
that “ The Well of Loneliness” is an 
obscene book. But that decision was 
reversed, properly as most people 
think, on appeal to a higher court.

When it is realized that a dollar 
will feed one of these starving Chi- 
nese for the larger part of the im- 
mediate crisis, it is obvious that 
much can be done with a compara- 
tively small amount of money. But 
such relief is only temporary. Hand 
in hand with it should go renewed 
representations by foreign organiza- 
tions and governments to the Chi- 
nese Government on the necessity of 
making greater efforts to prevent 
famines by removing their causes in 
so far as this is possible.

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GOOD LINKS ARMY 
IN RED GROSS WORK 


Military Forces Play a Large 
Part in Relief Efforts, He 
Tells Convention. 





HOOVER GREETS DELEGATES 


Air Corps Demonstrates Use of 
Planes in Rescuing Victims of 
Natural Calamities. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—The 
American Red Cross and the Amer- 
ican Army meet on common ground 
and together form the first line of 
defense against the elements when 
the latter spread havoc over the 
country, Secretary of War Good to- 
night told the delegates to the na- 
tional Red Cross convention. 

“Our permanent military estab- 
lishment forms our first line of land 
defense when danger threatens the 
Republic,’’ he said, ‘‘and the Red 
Cross and the army, our two great 
agencies for the administration of 
relief and the alleviation of distress, 
are actuated by the same high 
motives and imbued with the same 
ideal of service. Both serve the na- 
tioa in time of war and in time of 


peace. They exist for no other 
reason.”’ 
“Flood, conflagration, tornado, 


famine, forest fire and cyclone have 
necessitated calls, almost innumer- 
able, upon the army for men and sup- 
plies,’’ Mr. Good said. .‘‘At Chicay,o 
curing the fire of 1870, at Johnstown 
in the flood of 1899, at San Fran- 
cisco during the catastrophe of 1906, 
there men in army blue fought the 
battles of peace. In Florida in 1926 
end in the Mississippi valley a year 
later men in olive drab combatted 





poverty, disease and distress. 

“Our regimental flags are deco- 
rated with streamers denoting cour- 
ageous participation on the field of 
battle; these same banners are hung 
with many a phantom ribbon denot- 
ing that for the army ‘peace hath 
her victories, no less renowned than 
war.’”’ 

Others who addressed the session 
were Henry Morgenthau of New 
York, a member of the Board of In- 
corporators of the Red Cross; Dr. 
William De Kleine of the Red Cross} 
medical staff, Howard W. Selby of 
Florida, chairman of the West Palm 
Beach Chapter, and James B. For- 
gan of Chicago. 

Following a morning of conven- 
tion conferences, the 850 adult and 
junior delegates were received at 
noon by President Hoover, who for- 
merly served on the Central Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross and now is its 
president by virtue of his office. 

In the afternoon, the delegates 
went to Bolling Field, where the 
Army Air Corps staged a demon- 
stration of the relief methods em- 
ployed by the army and navy 
fliers in cooperation with the Red 
Cross during the Southern floods 
and other recent calamities. 








BISHOP CANNON HERE, 
ON A ‘WET’ LINER 


Answers LaGuardia Query, Hails 
Hoover’s Speech, Scores France 
as ‘Most Alcoholized Nation.’ 


Bishop James R. Cannon of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church South 
and head of its temperance and so- 
cial welfare board in Washington, 
returned yesterday on the White 
Star liner Olympic after a three 
months’ tour through the Near East 
and Europe. He admitted having re- 
ceiving a radio message from Repre- 
sentative LaGuardia on Tuesday 
asking why he was coming back on 
a ‘‘wet” ship instead of a “‘dry,’’ but 
he did not appear to be perturbed. 

“I do not know LaGuardia,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and it looks to me as if he 
was trying to achieve the spectacu- 
lar. I may reply to the inquiring 
Congressman later. I do not know. 
Personally, I do not see what differ- 
ence it makes whether one travels 
in a wet. ship or a dry.’’ 

He held that the Leviathan should 
not sell liquor. 

“T should say that American citi- 
zens accepting the protection of the 
flag should be subject to and’ ob- 
serve the law of that flag,’’ he said. 
“It seems to me a cowardly pro- 
cedure to claim protection and then 
not be amenable to the law of the 
land.”’ 

He _ praised. President Hoover’s 








speech here Monday. 

Asked if he thought the President 
was speaking for the cause of pro- 
hibition, he replied: ‘‘Yes. In my 





opinion 
the metropolitan newspapers to play 
fair with prohibition news.

Bishop Cannon called Egypt the 
driest country he visited. France, 
he said, is the most alcoholized na- 
tion in the world.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—A dele- 
gation representing the Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, headed by Henry 
L. Harriman, president, and en route 
to the Pacific Coast to ‘‘explain New 
England’ to the South and West, 
went to the White House today and 
presented to President Hoover a 
huge codfish, described as_ the 
“Queen of the Boston catch.”’

THEIR. CHATS ANIMATED 


But They Kept Strictly to Them- 
selves and Refused to Receive 
Unauthorized Visitors. 


POLA, Italy, April 24 ().—Colorful 
accounts of Gene Tunney and George 
Bernard Shaw sun bathing together 
have reached ere from Brioni, the 
Adriatic isle which both have been 
visiting recently. 

The favorite exercise of both of the 
celebrities has been swimming. Fol- 
lowing a cold shower each morning, 
the former world’s heavyweight 
champion and the Irish playwright 
glided easily through the water for 
long distances, Shaw, despite his 73 
years and flowing white bears, being 
an excellent swimmer. 

A favorite turn to their exercise 
was to cease all muscular effort and 
float, faces upturned to the warm 
sun, taking life as easily and placid- 
ly as the isle itself. The sun baths 
on the beach with the sand some- 
times piled high about them followed 
the excursions into the water. 

Swimming done, the two took long 
walks, the white-haired old man 
keeping in perfect step with the 
broad-shouldered young man who 
onee wore pugilism’s crown. In the 
course of these walks they visited 
the old Roman ruins and the Roman 
church, carrying on an animated 
conversation as they walked about 
them. 

In the evening Shaw and Tunney 
invariably dined together, but neither 
in the dining room nor in their walks 
was any one able to approach closely 
enough to ascertain just what the 
topics of their conversations were. 

The former marine continued to 
maintain his reserve so far as the 
outside world is concerned, not per- 
mitting unauthorized visitors. 

The playwright, approached by a 
correspondent, said there was noth- 
ing he had to say and that his com- 
ing to Brioni was solely to seek an 
isolated and tranquil spot.

The five-day week and a substan- 
tial wage increase were the chief 
demands won by 12,000 bricklayers 
in their negotiations with the Mason 
Builders’ Association which ter- 
minated yesterday, it was announced 
by John Gill, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the Bricklayers’ 
Union. 

The terms of the new agreement 
will be formally signed in a few 
days after ratification by the local 
unions and tne entire employers’ 
organization. 

The new agreement gives the 
bricklayers a wage increase of $1 a 
day from May 1 to the end of the 
year and an increase of $1.40 a day 
for the remainder of the agreement, 
which is for a three-year period. 
Beginning May 1, when the present 
agreement expires, the wages will be 
$15 a day, instead of $14 on the 
present contract. After that it will 
be $15.40 a day, or a 10 per cent 


increase. 
Using 228 dayw of work a year as 


a basis for computation. it was esti- 
mated that the wage bill for the 
union bricklayers will be increased 
approximately $3,876,000 a year. 

The mechanics demanded a five- 
day week to replace the five and a

Mr. Maris told Mr. Tuttle and Mr. 
Mintzer recently the name of a man 
who, he said, Steinhardt had in- 
formed him, had advised the fugi- 
tive to take his own life as the best 
way out of his difficulties. Mr. 
Maris was quoted as having said he 
told Mr. Tuttle the names of two 
persons, other than himself, who 
also had heard Steinhardt mention 
the alleged ‘‘suicide adviser.’’ 
Presumably, the grand jury now 
knows these three names, as Mr. 
Maris was in the grand jury room 
for an hour and a half and ap-| 
peared worn and depressed as he} 
emerged. It was presumed also that 
the grand jury had read Stein- 
hardt’s thirty-six-page ‘‘full state- 
ment” of his illegalities over a period 
of several years, which he sent to 
Mr. Tuttle shortly before he killed 
himself. : 
Mr. Tuttle said the grand jury had 
decided to devote all its time to the 
Steinhardt death inquiry and would 
sit even into the month of May, if 
necessary, although he thought the 
investigation could be concluded this 
month. He declared, however, that 
‘“‘a number” of witnesses were to be 
questioned. 
Asked by newspaper men whether | 
he and Mrs. Baumgarten were the| 
two other persons whom Steinhardt 
had told of being advised to kill 
himself, Beihoff shook his head 
negatively. It was Beihoff who 
handed to Mr. Tuttle the Steinhardt 
confession, which had been written 
in long hand by the fugitive attorney. 
It was learned that Mr. Mintzer 
and Detectives Charles Corbett and 
Edward Geiger of Police Head- 
quarters here rummaged for several 
hours last Saturday through papers 
found in the room in the Robert 
Morris Hotel in which Steinhardt 
killed himself. They learned that 
two telegrams had been sent late 
Thursday by ‘‘Mrs. Miller.’’ Stein- 
hardt was registered at the hotel 
under the name ‘‘Miller.’’ The tele- 
grams, which were addressed to 
Mrs. Baumgarten and Beihoff, both 
stated that ‘‘we’’ would return the 
following day (last Friday) on the 
12:30 P. M. train. 
The message to Mrs. Baumgarten, 
as quoted from memory by one of 
the investigators who read it, said 
also: ‘‘All well. Much surprised to 
learn news. Will call you upon ar- 
rival.’’ 
Tuttle Defends His Inquiry. 
In a statement issued yesterday 
with reference to Representative 
William I. Sirovich’s resolution in 
the House of Representatives for a 
Congressional inquiry into bank- 
ruptcy conditions here and also into 
circumstances connected with Stein- 
hardt’s death, Mr. Tuttle said Stein- 
hardt’s confession was ‘principally 
concerned”’ with persons already ‘‘re- 
peatedly referred to in the bank- 
ruptcy matter.’’ The statement fol- 
lows: 
I have read the resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. Sirovich. The in- 
nuendo that the thirty-six page 
statement by Steinhardt is being 
*‘concealed’’ is untrue. In my pub- 
lic statement of last Saturday, I 
myself announced my possession of 
this document, and gave my rea- 
sons for not making it public at 
this moment. I am not going to 
destroy the possible usefulness of 
the information which it contains 
by any premature publicity in ad- 
vance of some judicial proceeding 
which may provide a _ proper 
medium; and, inasmuch as my in- 
vestigation is for the purpose of 
doing justice and not injustice, I 
am not willing, by now publishing 
a document which is hearsay and 
not evidence in itself, to be a party 
to the bandying about of names 
until a proper investigation has 
been made. In order, however, 
that current speculations as to its 
contents may not prove mislead- 
ing, I state that it is principally 
concerned with persons who have 
already been repeatedly referred to 
in the bankruptcy matter, and it 
contains no suggestion that any 
one had proposed suicide to Stein- 
hardt.

‘MISSING’ DANCER FREE 
ON FALSIFYING CHARGE 


Leo Mantin and Wife Released 
After Arrest Caused by 
His ‘Disappearance.’ 


With his ‘“‘disappearance’”’ early 
Sunday morning alleged to be a pub- 
licity stunt, Leo Mantin, dancer and 
part owner of the Club Mogador, 200 
West Fifty-first Street, was arrested 
at Police Headquarters yesterday 
with his wife, known as Eleanor 
Ninon. They were taken to the West 
Forty-seventh Street station, charged 
with violation of Section 1353 of the 
Penal Code, pertaining to giving 
false information to newspapers. 

In Night Court, however, Magis- 
trate Earl A. Smith dismissed the 
complaints, as no ‘‘publisher, editor 
or reporter’’ appeared to press them. 

Detective Edward Weisner recited 
‘‘disappear- 
ance’”’ as told to the police by Mrs. 
Mantin and the police activities 
which followed. Arthur Weinberger, 
attorney for the defendants, moved 
for their discharge, and this was 
granted. 

Police Commissioner Whalen per- 
| sonally investigated the case yester- 
day and at a conference with report- 
ers praised the detectives who made 
the arrests. Mr. Whalen said it was 
a case where the police, the news- 
papers and the public seemed to have 
been fooled, 

Mrs. Mantin told the police last 
Sunday that her husband had disap- 
peared and had taken $60,000 worth 
of jewelry and $300 in cash with him. 
Later Mantin was located in Phila- 
delphia, and when the police noti- 
fied Mrs. Mantin, she said she had 
already heard by wire from her hus- 
band. It was then alleged that Man- 
tin’s disappearance was a publicity 
stunt. : 

Sebastino Rapiardo, 19 years old, 
of 64 Walton Avenue, the Bronx, 
who telephoned the Club Mogador 
after Mantin’s ‘“‘disappearance,’’ de- 
claring he had seen Mantin in Bos- 
ton and knew who had ‘‘kidnapped’’ 
him, also was arrested, charged with 
disorderly conduct. He pleaded 
guilty before Magistrate Brodsky in 
Night Court Tuesday and was held 
for investigation tomorrow. Rapiardo 
explained that he had told his story 
in the hope of being admitted to the 
club free of charge.

“Judge Thacher was designated by 
the Federal court to make the in- 
vestigation in accordance with the 
recommendations of the grand jury, 
and the three associations were in- 
vited to participate in the proceed- 
ings as friends of the court. 

“‘As conditions developed, it seemed 
to the associations to be imperative 
that the investigation should be ex- 
tended to cover any other abuses in 
connection with the general adminis- 
tration of the bankruptcy law; and, 
also, that the investigation should be 
directed to securing adequate rem- 
|'edial measures to correct abuses. 

“Our petition to this effect was 
promptly granted by Judge Thacher 
and his order also authorized the bar 
associations to conduct the investi- 
gation by their counsel in association 
with the United States Attorney un- 
der the authority and direction of 
the court, the United States Attorney 
cordially assenting.

Miss Amy Wren, the only woman 
who has ever been appointed a 
United States Commissioner in the 
Eastern District of New York, re- 


signed that post yesterday. Her! 


resignation, to take effect May 1, 
was accepted by Federal Judges Mar- 
cus B. Campbell and Robert A. Inch 
and filed with the clerk of the Fed- 
eral court in Brooklyn at noon. 
Financial losses, because the fees 
of her office were inadequate, and 
loss of clients in her private law 


business, because her work as com-| 


missioner made too many demands 
on her time, were the reasons given 
by Miss Wren for her resignation. 
Charges that Miss Wren had ac- 
cepted $30 for signing a bail bond 
late at night, when the legal fee is 
75 cents, were recently made in two 
affidavits presented to United States 
Attorney William A. De Groot. The 
affidavits were presented by a per- 
son unconnected with the case, who 


said he had received them anony- 
mously through the mails. Mr. De 
Groot started an investigation to 
learn how the affidavits, which were 
supposed to have been filed in his 
office several months before, were 
removed. That investigation, he said, 
will continue. 


Miss Wren, in her letter of resig-| 


nation, asked that it be made effec- 
tive May 1. 


Calls Fees Inadequate. 


“I have sustained a financial loss 
through the retention of this office,’”’ 
she wrote, ‘‘inasmuch as the fees, 
which amount to about $3,500 a year, 
are entirely inadequate, because the 
commissioner has to employ a cleri- 
cal force out of that sum and pay for 
all printing besides. 


‘“‘While I was told, when I took the | 


office, that I could continue to prac- 
tice law, I find that it has interfered 
with my practice, because so much 
of my time has been given to the 
commissioner’s work.

“When I took the job, I took it 
for the honor I thought it would 
bring me; but there is no honor 
when I am put on the defensive by 
a poolroom manager who makes an 
affidavit against me in return for 
having a liquor charge dismissed.

However, I 
deny emphatically that I took any 
money.”’ 

The ‘‘poolroom manager” referred 
to is Charles J. Murray, manager of 
a poolroom at 507 Seventy-ninth 
Street, Brooklyn, who was arrested 
Nov. 3, 1928, charged with possession 
of liquor. 


Judges Heard Charges. 


A hearing on the charges against 
Miss Wren was conducted by Judges 
Campbell.and Inch on_ April 12, and 
their decision in the matter has not 
been returned. Judge Campbell was 
quoted as saying that if the charges 
were true the case was one for dis- 
cipline and not for prosecution.

| with the finest systems in the world,’’ 
{and he obviously feels keenly the 
responsibility of entering upon an 
air project of such magnitude in di- 
rect competition with transconti- 
nental rail travel. 

“Our routes follow the rail lines 
pretty much all the’ way,’’ Colonel 
Lindbergh said, ‘‘and they will carry 
time tables of all the good trains. 
If weather makes it appear that the 
passengers would be better off 
aboard a train the pilot will land at 
a point where the best possible con- 
nections can be made.’’ 

The Colonel said that before pas- 
sengers transferred from train to 
plane weather reports from the 
T. A. T. chain of stations would be 
carefully scanned by pilots and the 
decision made then as to whether 
the passengers should fly or remain 
aboard the train. 

Flying sleepers, Colonel Lindbergh 
said, were perfectly feasible. 

‘‘When I flew the plane from Mex- 
ico City to Brownsville I looked back 
and found that all but one of the 
ten passengers were asleep,’’ he said. 
“If passengers can sleep sitting up 
under those conditions, I see no rea- 
son -why they shouldn’t rest well in 
comfortable sleepers.”’ 

This service, however, would wait 
upon the design and construction of 
larger planes. Who would build 
them and what their design would 
be the Colonel said he did not know. 
All the large companies, he said, 
were busy on new designs, and the 
‘engineers were already working on 
| the problems of larger transport

tested the planes. 


Service to Be Tested. 


Colonel Lindbergh expects to be in 
New York for the next week or two 
to take up problems of both Trans- 
continental and Pan-American Air- 
‘ways, of which he is also technical 
ladviser. He will keep close to the 
work in hand, he said, until the air- 


rail line is running smoothly and re- 
vealed that for at least two weeks 
before its opening the planes would 
be operated on schedule, as a final 
test of the service and to break in 
the pilots. 

The men who will fly the planes 
are all trained to the operation of tri-

|motored transports and have had 


many hundreds of hours in the air 
on other types of planes. Colonel 
Lindbergh said that the number of 
hours was less in importance than

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Move Irregularly, Ma- 
jority Close Lower—Call 
Money 8 Per Cent. 


Eight per cent call money persisted 


| yesterday; time money and commer- 


cial paper were unchanged. It has 
been a matter of some interest that, 
during the recent relaxation of rates 
for secured loans on demand and 
time, the 6 per cent rate for mer- 
chants’ loans has held; which shows, 
perhaps, that such easing as has 
occurred in the tension on credit re- 
sulted wholly from the stock mar- 
ket’s reaction. In the money mar- 
ket’s present condition, each ap- 
proach of a month-end is likely to 
tighten the market. The end of 
April brought money rates last year 
and the year before to the highest 
level reached up to that date. 

At London, .open-market money 
rates grew still easier yesterday, 
with short-term discounts now near- 
ly % of 1 per cent below the bank 
rate; but money trouble seemed to 
have broken out in Central Europe. 
The Hungarian bank rate, which 
was raised to 7 per cent last Octo- 
ber, went yesterday to 8, and some 
of the day’s cable dispatches re- 
ported a severe break on the Buda- 
pest market. This would not ordi- 
narily concern the larger money 
situation at all directly; but such 
incidents are worth watching at a 
time when, as has happened on 
other similar occasions of the kind, 
Wall Street’s vagaries have upset 
the credit markets of the outside 
world. 

Mostly again through the activities 
of restless professional operators, 
transactions on the New York stock 
market again crossed the 4,000,000- 
share line. The greater number of 
sto@ks lost ground for the day, 
though few of the declines exceeded 
2 or 3 points. The bidders-up of iso- 
lated stocks effected a few extreme 
advances of 11, 13 and 16 points, with 
considerable reactions before the 
closing. It was not a market to 
take very seriously, except in so far 
as such marking-up of values may 
have affected the speculative use of 
credit. 

The midweek trade reports cer- 
tainly show no slackening of indus- 
trial activity. Even the returns of 
freight distributed by railway show 
that the second as well as the first 
week of April broke all records for 
the period. Whereas only one week 
in the three preceding months had 
achieved that. distinction and the 
quarter’s total loadings fell 394,000 
cars behind 1927, April has thus far 
exceeded the month’s best previous 
performance by 24,600 cars. Yester- 
day’s weekly summaries for the steel 
trade report activities in that indus- 
try as continuing at high record, 
although April in every other year 
since 1923 has resulted in large re- 
duction of output as compared with 
March. The price of steel has ad- 
vanced again, and The Iron Age pre- 
dicts sustained activity ‘‘until well 
into June.’’ 

Reports, more or less vague in 
character, persist regarding reduc- 
tion or abandonment of plans for 
large company borrowings with a 
view to expanding productive facili- 
ties. Such a decrease would as- 
suredly not be surprising in the face 
of the still abnormally high money 
market. Yet, although monev ten- 
sion has been continuous ‘since the 
beginning of the year, the compila- 
tions of new securities offered by 
corporations during the completed 
first quarter have far surpassed all 
record, overtopping 1928 by $1,100,- 
000,000 and 1927 by $900,000,000. In 
March alone, new issues of stock by 
incorporated companies amounted to 
double the largest previous March 
performance, and even their new 
borrowings on bonds fixed a high 
record for the month. In view of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
money market, the conclusion would 
not be unreasonable that the pace of 
corporation borrowing ought in com- 
mon prudence to slow down. 


NEW STORE CHAIN PLANNED. 


Associated Cigar Stores, Inc., Would 
Merge 2,000 Retail Units. 


The merging of 2,000 independent 
retail tobacco stores into a new com- 
uany, The Associated Cigar Stores, 
Inc., with a capitalization of between 
$30,000,000 and $50,000,000, is being 
planned, according to William E. 
Mathias, manager of the Joseph T. 
Snyder Retail Cigar Stores, Inc. Fi- 
nancing is to be done by a group of 
New ork and Buffalo banking 
houses. 

Representatives of the retail to- 
bacco merchants entering the merger 
will meet in Buffalo next month to 
discuss the proposal. The plan calls 
for buying the businesses of existing 
dealers. 


Entire Sulphur Output Placed. 

The Ashcraft Wilinson Company of 
Atlanta, Ga., will handle the entire 
sulphur output of 150,000 tons an- 
nually of the Duval Texas Sulphur 
Company, a subsidiary of the United 
Gas Company, it was announced yes- 
terday. Ashcraft Wilinson, which 
produces chemicals and commercial 
fertilizer, will begin to receive the 


sulphur about June 1, upon comple- 
tion of the San Diego & Gulf Rail- 
road, now being built by Duval 
Texas Sulphur from its holdings to 
the port of Corpus Christi, Texas. 


Sell 50-Trip Air Commuter Tickets. 
The first fifty-trip air commutation 
tickets ever sold in America were 


purchased yesterday from the Colo- 
nial Airways for use over the New 
York-Boston airline. Two sales were 
made, one to Jordan Marsh & Co., 
a Boston department store, and the 
other to the Boston brokerage firm 
of Hayes & Remick.

Stock Market’s Future.

The wave of banking mergers 
that began early this year’is now 
believed to be definitely at an end, 
with the exception of one or two 
consolidations that have been under 
discussion for several weeks and 
that may be completed shortly. Vir- 
tually all of the big institutions that 
had a special object to be attained 
through a merger are believed to 
have carried their plans through to 
a conclusion. These had mainly to 
do with the rounding out of the 
banks’ business through an enlarge- 
ment of one of three major services:

In 
most cases the banks that have not 
already arranged mergers are likely 
to give up consideration of them, at 
least for the time being.

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MILLS EXPLAINS AIM 
OF TREASURY BILLS 


Tells Washington Bankers of 
Scheme for Non-Interest, 
Quarterly Financing. 














PLAN IS BEFORE CONGRESS 


Issues, Supplementing Notes Now 
Used, Wil! Ease Market Opera- 
tions, He Asserts. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 24.—In an 
address before the Washington Chap- 
ter of the American Institute of 
Banking this evening Under-Secre- 
tary Ogen L. Mills discussed the re- 
quest made by the Treasury to Con- 
gress for authority to issue non-in- | 
terest-bearing Treasury bills, below 
par if necessary. He emphasized the | 
point that the proposal was to sup- 
plement, and not replace, the present 
method of financing by certificates 
of indebtedness. 

There was no intention of over-| 
turning a system which has proved | 


satisfactory, Mr. Mills said; the pur- | 
pose was to improve it ‘‘by render- | 
ing it more flexible, more closely ad- 
justed to our current financial needs 
and more economical in its general 
operation.”’ 

“The success of our new program,”’ 
he said, ‘‘will depend in large meas- 
ure on the atitude of the bankers of 
the country. They have always loy- 
ally cooperated with the Treasury in 
the past, and I truset you will feel 
that the considerations carry suffi- 
cient weight to justify your whole- 
hearted cooperation and support in 
the future.’’ 

The proposal submitted to Congress 
' also would make totally tax exempt 
' the short-term certificates of indebt- 
edness now used, which, while ex- 
empt from the normal tax, are sub- 
* ject to the surtax on individual in- 
comes. 


Discusses Quarterly Financing. 


Mr. Mills in his address reviewed 
the work of the Treasury in reduc- | 
ing the public debt from its wartime | 
peak of about $26,000,000,000 to about | 
$17,000,000,000 and the part that 
short-term financing had played in| 
such operations and in the financing | 


of the government’s current needs. 

“It is the existing practice,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to borrow on quarterly tax} 
dates amounts sufficient to provide 
for the ordinary expenditures over 
receipts of the government during 
the following: quarters, which, of 
eourse, results in the carrying of 
large deposits over . considerable | 
periods of time. This necessarily 
means that until the government 
has actual use for the funds bor- 
rowed it loses the difference be- 
tween the coupon rate of the securi- 
ties issued and the 2 per cent which 
it receives from the banks on the 
deposits.”’ 

Also, he asserted, during every in-| 
come tax payment perior treasury 
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disbursements exceed receipts and 
the treasury is obliged to borrow 
temporarily from the Federal Re- 
serve banks, and of course has to 
pay interest on this temporary bor- 
rowing, in addition to the interest 
on the newly issued securities. 

‘“‘Moreover, with certificates bear- 
ing a fixed coupon rate, issued at 
par, the Treasury Department is 
called upon four times a year to use 
its best judgment in adjusting inter- 
est rates as accurately as possible 
- rapidly changing market condi- 
ions. 

“I believe that, on the whole, we 
have been successful, but it seems 
probable that the interest cost could 
be more nicely adjusted if the mar- 
ket itself were to fix the rate. And, 
finally, the issuance of securities on 
certain fixed dates lacks that flexi- 
bility which is desirable to enable 
the treasury to take advantage of 
favorable money conditions. 


British Use Similar System. 


“The bill introduced by Senator 
Smoot and Representative Hawley 
would authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue from time to time 
Treasury bills on a discount basis, 
with a maturity not exceeding twelve 
months, to be sold for cash under 


competitive conditions at the lowest 
rates bid by prospective purchasers. 


“The Treasury bill has been used | 
| for many years by the British Treas- | 


ury as a most convenient and eco- 


|nomical medium to obtain funds to 


meet current needs. They have 80 
developed the system of financing 
by means of Treasury bills that, with 
weekly offerings, daily issues and 
daily maturities, they have obtained 
a degree of flexibility that enables 
the Treasury to adjust its cash posi- 
tions practically from day to day. 

“Tt is not our purpose to proceed 
on anything like the British scale, 
but we believe that a monthly offer- 
ing of a comparatively small amount 
of ninety-day Treasury bills would 
offer a number of very definite ad- 
vantages. E 

“In the first place, competitive bid- 
ding for these bills should enable the 
Treasury to get the lowest discount 
rates consistent with current mar- 
ket conditions, rather than to be 
obliged to make its best estimate of 
what a rate should be. 

“And, finally, the government 
would, I think, get the full benefit 
to be derived from furnishing to the 
public a new instrument for the 
employment of temporary surplus 
funds, which, because of its fre- 
quent and convenient maturities, 
should prove most popular.’’

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CUSTOMERS: 

The month of November, 1928, witnessed the placing in service on the 
Company’s lines of the millionth customer's meter. The pve hundred ‘thou- 
sandth meter was set during September, 1919, the number of customers served 
having doubled in approximately nine years. 

At the close of the vear there were 1,004,340 consumers receiving electric. 
gas, water or steam service, a net gain of 36,623 within the year. The growth of 
population reflected in this increased number of customers was well distributed, 
each of the Company's districts participating in this increase.

GROSS OPERATING REVENUE: 


Gros: operating revenue from all departments during 1928 aggregated 
$61,449,592, thus for the twenty-third consecutive year since the Company's 
incorporation establishing a new peak in the volume of business and exceeding 
by $3,556,411 the corresponding fhgure tor 1927. 

Reduced rates for both gas and electric service, resulting in a saving to our 
customers exceeding $2,300, 000 annually, were placed in effect during the year. 

With minor exceptions, the Company’ s top rate for electric energy for 
domestic purposes is now 5 cents per kilowatt hour in all cities and towns 
in which it operates, :nd 6 cents per kilowatt hour in all rural territory, with 
graduated reductions down to 144 cents per kilowatt hour for larger usage. 

A summary showing in comparative torm the gross revenue received from 
each branch of the Company's aperstions during the past two years is given 
below. Revenue from electric sales in 1928 incréased $2,705,962, and from gas 
sales $943,267, these departments contributing 43.57% and 33.93% respec-

‘These items, representing the amount expended or set aside out of the 
Company's income to provide for the upkeep of its properties, aggregated last 
year $9,285,359, or 15.1% of gross operating revenue. 

The practice of making adequate provision for the preservation of its prop- 
erties in a condition of first class operating efficiency has been uniformly 
pursued for many years, the average upkeep provision during the past thirteen 
years exceeding 16% of total operating revenue. The Company continues to 
eliminate systematically from its plant account all unused, replaced, abandoned 
or obsolete portions of its physical properties, approximately $33,000,000 having 
been so written off within a period of twenty years.

NATURAL GAS: 


The Company for some years has been alert to the possibility of bringing 
natural gas from the southern end of the San Joaquin Valley to the large 
centers of population in the San Francisco Bay region, but it was not until the 
proving-up of the dry gas area in the Buttonwillow section and subsequent 
developments which appear to indicate beyond reasonable doubt that the 
Kettleman Hills, located about 200 miles south of San Francisco, constitute 
the greatest oil and gas field so far discovered in the State of California, that 
it decided that such a project was commercially feasible and should be under- 
taken for pur poses of conservation, to protect and augment its large existing 
artificial gas business in the San Francisco Bay area, to give its customers the 
benefit ot lower iuel costs, and to aid the industrial development of this 
territory. 

Following the completion of contracts to assure the successful operation of 
the projected pipeline, surveys at id acquisition of the necessary right-of-way 
were activ ely prosecuted in 1928, and the actual construction of this transmis- 
sign line is now sufficiently well "adv anced to practically assure its completion 
in the latter part of 1929. This pipeline will require, including 18,000,000 cubic 
feet of additional holder capacity and other necessary terminal expenditures, an 
investment of approximately thirteen million dollars. Its total length, including 
a twenty-inch branch into San Francisco and a twenty-inch branch into Oak- 
land and other East Bay cities, will be 282 miles. The main portion of the line 
be have a diameter of twenty-two: inches. Its initial capacity will be 

000.000 cubic feet per day, which, through the installation of additional 
aan ssor stations, can be increased to 125.900.000 cubic feet per day.

University, that our everyday speech 
is becoming ‘‘staccato and brief’’ as 
a result of modern inventions and 
the mechanized age in which we live. 
Professor Baker’s address was made 
at the afternoon session of the acad- 
emy at 633 West 155th Street. The 
academy closed its twenty-fifth an- 
nual meeting last night by attending 
a Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra 
concert at Carnegie Hall. 

‘‘Speech in the theatre has felt the 


influence of the telegraph, the tele- 
phone, the typewriter and all the 
hundred and one devices for making 
life more complicated, even if they 
pretend to simplify it,’’ Professor 
Baker said. ‘‘The influence of all 
our time-saving, distance-killing de- 
vices is evident in most of the speech 
I overhear today.’’ 

One effect of this influence, Pro- 
fessor Baker asserted, has been to 
reduce five-act plays to three or four 
acts and to cram them with action 
from the time the curtain rises until 
it falls. 

Professor Baker declared that the 
talking picture was destined to have 
a very important influence on the 
drama, especially dramatic dialogue, 
within the next ten years. He char- 
acterized the ‘‘talkies’’ as ‘‘a great 
invention whose possibilities are not 
yet fully understood.”’ 

The moving picture has had a vital 
influence on the drama, he declared. 
Dramatists, recognizing that they 
cannot compete with the motion pic- 
ture in depicting crowds and spec- 
tacular scenic effects, have turned to 
the perfection of speech in the drama 
and have inclined to the production 
of intimate revelatory characteriza- 
tion which must find its expression 
in perfect pantomime and speech. 
Because of this trend, Professor 
Baker held, melodrama has become 
a less important factor on the stage, 
while its importance has proportion- 
er | increased in the motion picture 

ield. 

renewing Professor Baker’s ad- 
dress a private exhibition of the per- 
sonal memorabilia of members of the 
academy, living and dead, was held. 
Dr. Henry Hadley, chairman of the 
music committee of the academy, 
conducted the Philharmonic -Sym- 
phony Orchestra at the Carnegie Hall 
concert. Every selection played was 
a composition by a member of the 
academy or the National Institute of 
Arts and Letters.
